iGeaerat Sullivan c«iitintied in the Indian country, spread- 
ing, desolation^and^deetrtiction among the towtis and planta- 
ixmxm of the cn«my, without sparing the orchards of apple and 
peach-trees, which bad been raised from pips and stones, and 
jnsome places property planted by -the advice of the missiona- 
ry" who had lived among titem. The heat of the climate, and 
richness of the soil, wbl raise good fruit in a few years from 
kermis that are produced by suifable trees.- Several Offi- 
cers thought it a degradation of the army to be employed in ' 
destroyed apple ^d peatb-trees, when the very Indians iiT 
Jheit e3ccm^on« spared then*, and wished the general toi^tract 
his orders for it. He was told that the trees would ^in a little 
tiiDe,^)^ worth tothe continent at least maay thousand hard dol- 
lars, ifecofitinued rfeientless, and said—" The Indians sl:rall see, 
that ttere is malice eiiough»infOur heart* to destroy every thing 
that contributes toward their support." Some of the oflSccH's, 
hgwenref, who wtre^ent out with parti<?f to liy waste the fndiau 
territory, woald see no apple or peaich-trecs ; so that they were 
left to blossom and bear,, for the refreshment of man or beast, 
friend or foe, that might chance to pass that way. Thus diU 
Gctteral Hand and Colonel Dm bin do honor to their own <^lia-

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racters. *Bf the middle 'of Oeto&er general* SuHitati reacfidjf 
Easton in Pennsylvania on- his return to join the main aimiyl 
He brought t>ack only 300 hOirses out of the 1400 he took itidl^ 
him. During this expeditijon, there were eleven-Indi^ttS^ kii- 
ied , two old squaw^t, a negro,. a«d a white man taken ;— ^^ — IS- 
towns* destroyed, and 1-50,000 bushels of com, beside appie 
and peach-trees* By groundless^ complaints, he dispJtased the 
commander in chief, and gave great uhibrage to the boar-d of 
war and the quarter-master^gcrieraL The potti^ous account^ 
of his military peregrination, which l>e sent to csongress^ ttiarf^ 
him the laugh of the officers in the army remaining; widet 
general Washington j one declared it was a little imsehier-r 
ous to print the whole akrcount j another when he had read 
of elegant Indian houses, was ready to question, from the abusd 
of the epithet, whether he understood the ttuc meaning of fcir 
Worrf. He soon felt himself so drssatisfied, tliat on the 9th or 
November he- begged leave of congress to resign,, upon thar 
plea of bad health ; they on the last of the monA^ acceprtcd 
his resignation. ' *^ 

I'he carrying on of tliis cxpedStion did n6t, ftowever^ prei- 
xent fh& offensive operations of the Indians and their associ* 
atcs. On the 23d of July, a party of60 Indians,, and 21 white 
men dndier Joseph Brandt, feii upon the Minisink settlemertt* 
ai^d burnt lo houses, 12 barns, a fort and two millSy kilJed and 
earned off several people with considerable plunder. The mfc-^ 
litia "front' Goshen and parts adjacent, to the amount of 14^ 
<KJHec6ed, alid pursued them but without sufficient caution and 
necessaries, so that they Were surprised and totally defeated; 
aio morcthan SO rcturnedi Many were killed, a number made 
prisoners; the rest dispersed and were missing long after the ac- 
tion. Five days after, cdptain M'Donald, at the^ head of *25©- 
itien, a third Biitish, the rest Indians, took Frehnd^s fort, oa^ 
4lie west branch of the Susquehanna ; in which were SO men^ 
and 50 women and children ; the' captain consented that the 
*latst should be set at libetty, but the men were made prisoners 
of war. The party, on their way to it, had burnt houses and 
mills, had killed and captivated several of the inhabitants, 0»

to treat with the United States as sovereign, free and indepen- 
dent : — You shall take special care also, that the independence 
of -the said states be efectualiy assuzed and confirmed by the 
treaty or treaties of peace, according to the- form and effect of 
the treaty of aHiance with bh Most Christian Majesty ; and 
you shall not agree to such treaty or treaties, unless the same 
' oe thereby assured and confirmed .-—Although it is of the ut« 
most importance to the peace, and. coaimerce of the United 
St^es, that Canada and Nova-^Scotia should bexeded, and more 
particularly that their equal common right to the fisheries 
should be guaranteed to them, yet, a<)esire of terminating the 
warhath induced us not to make the acquisition of these*objccts 
an ultimatum on the present occasion : — You arc empoweied 
to agree to a cessation of hostilities daring the negociation, 
provided our ally shall consent ^to the same, and provided it 
shall be stipulated that all the forces of the enemy shall be im- 
mediately withdrawn from the United States :— la a;H other 
matters not above-mentioned, you are to govern yourself by 
the alliance between bis Most Christian Majesty and those 
stales, by the advice of our allies, by your knowledge of our in- 
terc^s, and by your own discretion, in which we repose the 
fullest confidence." 

To Dr. Franklin the congress wrote—" Sir, — 'Having ^Ic-

Thfe 
pursuit was continued so near to the British intrenchments, thi[it 
the French were exposed to a heavy fire, by which many of them 
fell. On the night of the*27th, niajor M'Arthur, with a party

so artfully, as to occasion a firing between the French and Ameru 
ican camps. The besiegers opened [Oct. 4.} with 9' mortal, 
*57 cannon from the land side, and 16 from the water ; wtfich 
continued to play for foar or five d«nrs with short irttferVals, btit 
without any considerable effect. Major I'Enfant [8.] in thfc 
morning, with five men, marched through a btisk fire from tbe 
British lines, and kindled the obbatis ; butthe daitrpneSs of the

sidcring the stratagem Preyost had practised after being sum- 
uoned, is not strange.> U was also presumed, that a refusal would 
expedite a surrender* The period being long since elapsed which 
tlie count had assigned for his. expedition, and the engineers in«% 
forming him, that more-^^ie must be spent if he expected to re« 
^uce the garrison by regular approaches, it was determined to 
aaakc an aMiysault. This measure was forced on d'Estaing by his 
iiaval officers, whaliad .remonstrated against his continuing tQ 
xisk so valuable a fleet in its present unrepaired condition on such 
a dangerous coast in tliehuriicane season ; and at so great a dis« 
Cance from the shore, that it might be surprised by a British fleet. 
These remonstrances were enforced by the probibility of their 
being attacked by a British fleet completely repaired, with their 
wll compliment of men, soldiers and artillery on boaud, whea 
jtbe ships of his most Christian majesty were weakened by the 
absence of aconsideraUe pact of tDeir crews, artillery and offi^ 
cers* In » few days, the lines of tlie besiegers might have beea 
carried into the works of the besieged : hut under these critical 
(lircuaistances no further delay could be admitted. To assault, or ^ 
to rabe the siege, was the only alternative. Prudence dictated 
4he latter : a sense of honor adopted the former. The morning 
^the Sttk was fixed for the attack. Tl^ preceding night, one 
jam^s Curry, formerly a clerk at Charlestown, but now ser- 
vant major in theii* volunteer company, went into Savannah 
^ith a plan of the attack. Two feints were made with the coun* 
try militia^ and a real attack a little before day-light oa the 
5pring-hill battery with 3500 French troops, 6D0 continentals 
mod 350 oi the Charlestown mihtia, headed by count d'Estaing 
and general Lincoln.

100 American royal regulars hear the river Ogeechee, about 2S 
miles from Savannah. There; were also at the same place five 
British vessels, four of which were armed, the largest with 14 
guna^ the smallest with 4^ and the whole manned witli about 40 
jailors*. Colbnel White, with six volunteers, including his own 
servant,.made tbem.all prisoners.. On September the 30th, at efc* 
ven o'clock at-night, he kindled a number of fires in different 
places, adopted the parade of a large encampment^,practised a va*. 
liety of other stratagems, and summoned the captam tasurrendcr > 
•who was so fully impressed with an opuiiony that nothing butaa 
instant compliance could save his men from being cut in pieces by 
a superior force, that he made no defence.

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ttous to the debarkation-ofWs troops, he had taken care Id hav4 
thU harbour blocked up, so tlrat had the Americans evacuated 
tty^ place, they must have given up not only their ships, but their 
baggage, field artiilery and stores, as they could not have pro*, 
cured a number of waggons sufficient for the transportation of 
tlie same; It was the wish of the inhabitants to save their capital, 
and they vrere in hopes of efiecting it. Gen. Lincoln was desir- 
ous of their being gratified, ^nd acted accordingly. Though he 
had then butabout 1400cQntinentalsfit for duty, including those 
of South-Garolina, North-Carolina and Virginia, together with 
aboi^t 1000 North-Carolina militia; yctas he had been assured 
of succours.to complete his force to near 10,000, he promised 
himself that when further opposition could no longer avail, an 
evacuation wouW be practicable. The apparent design of Sir 
Henry Cjinton to risk nothing, induced hira to proceed slowly. 
He formed a depot on James-Island, and erected fortification^ 
theve and on the main, opposite to the southern and western ex- 
tremities of tlie town. c3n the 29th of March, his grenadiers, 
light* troops, and two battalions of infantry, crossed Ashley- 
River; and on the hextday appeared before the American lines, 
and encamped about SOOO yards in front of them. The works 
Ihrovrn up ill the spring of 1779, had been strengthened awd ex-» 
teoded, and lines of defence and redoubts continued across 
Charleston-neckfrom Cooper to Ashley-River. Gen. Lincoln had 
early pressed upon the state the certainty of an intended invasion; 
and the necessity of strenuous and timety exertions to provide 
agaiBSt it. He ever turned out himself, not only to assist on 
the- works, but to set an example of emulation,' that no one 
mig^tihink it beneath him to give his assistance. This was his 
constant practice, going out with the foremost in the morning, 
and returning with the last in the cJvening, until the near approach 
©f Ifee enemy called him to other duties. In front of the lines 
was a strong abbatis and a wet ditch, picketed on the nearest 
side^ Between the abbatis and the lines deep holes were dug 
at short diitances from each other. The lines were made par- 
ticularly strong on the right and left, and so constructed as to take^ 
the wet ditch in almost its whole extent. In the centre a strong 
citadel was erected. Works were thrown up on all sides of the 
town where a landing was practicable. That gen. Lincoln did 
not oppose the enemy's crossing the river, was owing to his 
^ot having sufficient force; his whole strength at that time 
amounted only to 2225, beside the sailors in the batteries. It 
was found, upon examination, that the ships meant for the defence 
of Charleston, could not be possibly so stationed as to defend the

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bar ; and that the enemy, with a leading easterly wxnd/and fl 
making in, would enter the harbour, and under full sail j 
the continental frigates lying in Five-Fathom-Hale. Comi 
dore Whipple, therefore, with his small fleet, consisting of 
Bricole, of 44 gun«y the Providence and Boston, each of 
the Queen of France, of 28, i'Avaatur a«d the Truite, eacl 
26,. the Ranger, and brig Ggn, Lincoln^ each of 20^ and* 
brig Notre Dame of 16- guris, abandoned the defence of i 
bar, and retreated to Fort Moultrie. On the 20th of Mai 
adm. Arbuthnot, with tlie Renown, of 50 guns, the Romw 
and Roebuck, each of 44, the Richmond, Lc Blond^nd Raleijf 
each of 32r and the Sandwich armed ship, crossed the bar 
front of Rebellion-Road, and anchored inFive-Eathoni-HoIe. T 
American fleet retreated to Charleston, and the crews and gu 
of all the vessels,, except the Ranger^ were put on shore to v 
infoice the batteries.- An enquiry should have been made befo 
tlie Britisli fleet appeared off the harbour,, whether th© Amcj 
can ships could defend tlie bar^ and upon.the discovery^of the 
incapability,, they should have been sent away in time. Wb< 
the captains and pilots, in their joint letter of February th.e 27 
to gen. Lincoln, assigned such incapability as the rqason forth« 
abandoning the defence of ity tlxe resolution should harve bee 
taken to evacuate Charleston^ and to retreat into the open coui 
try, and there wait for reinforcements^ without running the ris 
of being completely iavested by the enemy.. 

It appeared [April 1^] that tl:ke British had broken groandi 
several places, about 11 OO yards m front of the AmericanSi- 
Thouglithe lines were no more tlian field works, yet Sir H. Ciiii 
ton treated them with the respectful homage of three pai'alkis 
and jiiade his advances with the greatest circoraspectionw By tbi 
10th, the first parallel was completed^ and directly upoait tb< 
town was summoned to surrender, witliout effect. The same dai 
TOO continentals, under gen. Woodford, who had marched 50C 
miles in 28 days> arrived in Charleston. But while the sicg( 
was pending, near the same number of North-Carolina milkk 
quitted tlie lines and went oflF, the time of their service being 
expired- The day before the summons adra. Arbuthnot weigli- 
ed anchor, and taking advantage of a strong southerly wind and 
flowing tide, .passed Fort Moultrie, which kept up abrisk and se-^ 
vere fire on the ships in their passage, and did tliem some damage^ 
beside killing or wounding 21 seamen. A transport ran agroumi 
and was burnt by the crew. The royal fleet anchored, withfe 
long shot of the town batteries. To prevent the ships runoiag 
up Cooper-Riyerfrooi which tliey roi^t liave enfi^Med the Jii»e*, 
,, * ^ eleven 
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Eleven vessels were sunk in the channel. The Ranger frigate 
and two gallics were stationed so as to co-operate with the bat- 
teries on shore in defending these obstructions, and to attack 
iiny armed vessels that might attempt a passage through Hog- 
Jsiand and channel. 

• On the 12th the British opened their batteries, and a constant 
iire was k^pt up between both parties until the 20th, v/hen their 
second parallel, within 300 yards of the American lines, was 
completed. But the fire of the besiegers was far superior to that 
bf (be besieged. The former had the advantage of 21 mortars 
and r6yals;the latter only of two, and by the 20th their lines 
had sustained great damage in many places. About the time the 
British opened their batteries, gov. Rutledge took post \\\ the 
Country between the Cooper and the Santoe rivers r a vv;orkwas 
ordered to be thrown up on the Wando, nine miles from town, 
and another ^Lthe point of Larapriere% to preserve the com- 
taunictition witn the country by water : a post Was also ordered 
jBt a ferry over the Santee, to (Collect aAd secure the boats neces- 
sary for the CTossir^ over of the expected succours with dispatch, 
and for effecting a retreat with facility when requisite. 
' For a fewmwnients the naiTative must be retrospective. The 
Worses destined to mouht the British cavalry were lost on the pas- 
time from New-York. When lieut. coL Tarleton was landed, 
hesooh obtained afresh supply ; and having mounted his cavalpy 
joined a body of about 1000 men, who marched through the 
ecHlntry from Savannah. On the 18th of March a detachment 
from- his coi-ps surprised about 80 "American militia, killed ancJ 
wounded several, and dispersed the remainder. Five day si after, 
Tarict^yn with his legion fell in with another small parly of 
^dutiled militia, who instantly retreated ; but in the pursuit three- 
Irer^ killed, one Wounded, and four taken prisoners. On ther 
Sfthbe had a rencounter with licut. coL Washington, at the 
head df his regular corp^ of hoi-sc. The Americans had the ad- 
Vatntage, took' seven prisoners, and drove back the cavalry df the 
British legion - but durst not pursue them for want of infantry.' 
At the beginning of the siege gen. Lincoln ordered the 300 re- 
gular cavalry to keep the held, artd the ediintry militia were to 
•ct' as infantry in their support. On various pretences the mill- 
tia^refused to attach themselves to the cavalry. I'he Am^ricar^ 
kwrfy of hoi-se intended to cover the country, and to preserve the 
CiWHB^mication between that and the tov^n, was surprised at 
MWifc'* Comer, [April 14.] by a strong party of British, led by 
Keat.eol&. Tarleton and Webster. A negro slave, for a sum: of 
wme^j conducted the British from Goose-Creek, in tlie night,,

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through imfrequented pati>s. Altho«gh the commanrffwg cyfi 
of the American cavalry had taken the precaution of having 
horses saddled and bridled^ tnd tiic alarm was given by* his 
dettes, posted at the distancfe of a mile in front, yet, beings ent 
ly unsupported by infantry, the British advanced sorapidiy^ i 
withstanding the opposition' of the advanced gu-ird; that they 
gan then- attack upon the main body before the men coufd 
themselves in a posture of defehce. About twentv-hve were 
led or taken ; andthey that escaped were oWiged for seve^ral d 
to conceal themselves in the swamps. The British instantly 
down bn the peninsula between the Cooper and the Santec M 
about 250 horse and 600 infantry.

The result was — " As a retreat would be attended with mal 
distressing inconveniences, if not altogether imprjacticable fort! 
undermentioned causes, to wit,*-^l. the civil authority is aver 
to it, aftd^intimated in council, that if attempted, they woufd cou 
teract the measure : — 2. it must be performed in face of the en 
Hiy, much superior, across a river three miles broad, in large shi 
sind vessels, the moving of which must be regulated by the wir 
and tide : 3. could these obstacles be surmounted, \n^ must for< 
our way through a considerable body of the enemy, in full po 
session of the passes on our route to the Santee, the only^road t 
which we can retreat :-— i. supposing us arrived at that rive 
new and dangerous difficulties are again to be encountered, ft6\ 
tlie want of boats to cross it, with an army washed and wor 
4lown by action, fatigue and famine, and closely pursued by th 
cheihy — we advise therefore, that offers of capitulation, befor 
our affairs become more critical, should be made to gen. Cltator 
'Which may admit of tfie army's withdrawing, and afepd ^curi 
tf to the persons and property of ^te inhabitants'* — sigiitd Wii 
^ara Moultrie and others. The terms when proposed, were in 
^tantly rejected ; but still aot receded feom by the proposers, a 
"^ they 
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,-lfecy h^ hopes of »uC€6iir^lo open tli« coaMmmicatfon, amf 
^ give an opportunity of retit^aliHg. Though the rejecttonofthe 
, lemis diapifitcd the garrison, yet they thought, hy cklaying as long 
as possible, the peopie hi the neighbouring states wouid have an 
opportunity to rouse andimbody^ On the 23dof April, the Britisli 
eommenccd their third parallel from 80 to 150 yards from the 
Britoh lines. The next day the besieged made a sally, which was^ 
^conducted by lieut. coL Henderson, who led out 200 men, and 
attacked the advanced working party of the British, killed sever- 
al and took eleven prisoners. This was the only salJy made by 
. <hem, for their inferioi* num^rs would not admit of their en-' 
.gaging repeatedly in such services. On tlie 26th the propriety of 
•atlJenipting a J:et^reat came again before a council of officers, who 
were unanimounsly of opinion, that it was not expedient as a re- 
Ire^it was impracticable. While gen. Lincoln was pressed with a 
variety of- difficulties^, the British flag was seen flying on fort 
jkfouitrie. When the royal ships had passed SuHivan'-s island, col. 
Pink-ney, with about \50 men under his command, was with- 
^awn- from that post, to reinforce the army in Charleston. The 
fceWe remainder of the garrison^ mostly militia, surrendered on 
*the ^ifth ofMs^y to capt. Hudson of the British navy, without fir- 
ing a gujf, The same day the third parallel was completed close 
^o the edge of the American <:anal, and a sap carried to the dam, 
^hichcontained its water on the right, by vyhich mean a great 
^rt was drained to the bottom. On that day also col. Antho- 
>«y Wakon White, who had taken the command of the remains 
of the Aiaaerican cavalry after tlieir defeat, experienced a similar 
•^saster. He had crossed the Santee, and on that day made pris-' 
*0ner3 a small British party that was conducte<i to Lanneau's 
ferry* He bad ordered in season proper persons to collect boats, 
and to assemble a body of infantry at this place, to cover the A- 
TOcrican cavalry in their re^crossing the Santee, which had not been? 
^carried into executio«i. The zeal of a new subject, who had late- 
ly surapaitted to the royal army, led him to give immediate no- 
tice to lord Comwallis of White's situation. Tarleton, with a 
jarty of horse, was dispatched to tlie ferry ; arrived there a few 
^BJnutes after the American cavaliy ; and instantly charged them 
^vitb a superior force. From the want of boats and of infantry, 
•a retreat was in^racticable, apd . resistance unavailing. A rout 
"took place. Major Call and sevcq Qtbevs escaped on hc/tscback, 
i>y ut^ing their way through the advancing British cavalry.

Bu'0 
on the 2^5 th of May, at night, two regiments^ mutinied ; 'hov^e^e^ 
iifter several expostulations and exertions by the officer^, thejrirf* 
turned to their huts. A fortnight before, general Greene wrote 
fM^y 11.] to his excellency— -"I have little prospect either'^ 
providing for the march of the Maryland troops to the southward^ 
or of putting this army in motion.

This day has been readcrefl very remaikable by an exti^oNi- 
nary phaenonjenon, which demands a particular relation. An 
unusual daikness came on between the hours of ten and eleven 
in the morning, and continued to increase. Your friend, bar- 
ing been accuston>ed to dark days at London, and freq^uendy 
observed from his study the bright shining sun gradually, and at 
length totally eclipsed, as it descended behind the thick vap&r 
which hung over the city, regarded it with no special attentien 
till called to do it by his neighbors, who wer«^ much alaritiei 
He dined by candle-light about one* After that it grew m*ieh 
lighter, and he walked about five o'clock to a tavern^ a mile 4^ 
dant, on the iroad to Boston, to meet a select committee of Ror- 
bury, on special business. When tiiey had finished, abouteighfe 
at night, beset out for home, not suspecting but that, being ful- 
ly acquainted witli every foot of the road, he sliould easily jpe- 
turn, notwithstanding its being extremely dark. 

There were houses all the way, though at a considerable ^ 
tance from each other. He marked the candle-light of one, and 
with that in his eye, went forward till he got up to it ; but rc- 
Hiarked that the appearance of the place was so different from 
what was usual, that he could not have believed it to be what iC 
was, had it not been from his certain knowledge of its situati^. . 
He caught the light of a second house, which he also reached ; ami 
thus on. At length, the light being removed from the last be 
bad gained a sight of, ere he was up with it, he found him^if 
in such profound darkness as to be incapable of proceeding, and 
therefore returned to the house he had passed, and procqred a 
lantern. Several of the company, having farther to go,- were on 
horseback. The horses could not see to direct themselves ; and 
by the manner in which they took up and put down their feet on 
the plain ground, appeared to be involved in total darkness, and 
. to be afraid lest the next step should plunge them into an abyss. 
The gentlemen soon stopt at another tavern, and waited for the 
kenefit of the moon ; but after a while, finding that the air re- 
ceived no accession of light from it, when they were certain it 
was risen, they had recourse to candles to assist them in getting 
Home. In some instances horses felt the fmciWe operation of 
the darkness so strongly th^ they could notbe compelled bf

We find our heatts enlarged with kindness and 
benevolence toward men of all conditions and nations ; and we 
conceive ourselves at this particular period, extraordinarily call- 
ed upon^ by the' blfessing^ which we have receivied, to manifest 
fhe sincerity of our profession, and to give a substantial proof of 
our gratitude." 

' ** And whereas the condition of those* persons who have here- 
tofore been denominated negro and mulatto slaves, has been at- 
tended with circumstances which not only deprived them of the 
common blessings that they were by nature entitled to, but has 
cast them into the deepest afflictions, by an unnatural separatian 
and sale of husband and wife from each other, and from their ^- 
dren, — an irijury, the greatness of which can onfy be coac^i|^ 
by supposing that we were in the Same unhappy case :— In justice, 
therefore, to persons so unhappily Circumstanced, and who, hav- 
iflg no prospect before theni whereon they may i^est their sorroWs 
and hopes, have no reasonable inducement to render th'eif scr- 
irice to society, which otherwise might ; and also in jgrat^ 
commemoration of our own happy deliverance from that statc^of 
unconditional submission, to which we were doomed by the 
tyranny of Britain-— Be it enacted, that no child born hereaiftfr 
f^all be aslave— ^hat negro and mulatto children shall be servants 
Only till.twenty-eight years of age-^that all slaves shall be regis- 
tered before the 1st of November next—- that negroes, &c. sh^I 
be tried like other inhabitant*-<hat none shall be deemed slav^ 
but those registered— that slaves carried away, &c. jfrom tiis 
State, may be brought'back and registered — and that no negroes 
or mulattoes, other than infants, shall be bound for longer tliaa

HeatM was present to. receive the 
troops upon their landings and to put th^ip into possession of tlie 
forts arid batteries upon the island. On the.24tb, a conwiuttee 

ifrom the general assembly of the state, then sitting in the town, 
waited on the count witli a complimentary address. Kocham^ 
beau declared in his^answer, that he ^nly brought over the vaa 
guard of a much greater force destined fur their aid ; and. that he 
"wzs ordered by the king to assure them, that his whole power 
should be exerted for their support. " The French troops,'*, he 
said, *• arc under the strictest discipline ; and, acting under the or- 
ders of general Washington, will Jive with tlie Americans as their 
brethren. I ani highly sensible of the marks of respect sh<^wn me 
by the general assembly, and beg leave to assure them, Uiatas bre^ 
;Sircn, not only my life, but the lives of the troops under my com- 

luand, are entirely devoted to their service.'* The French admi- 

*tirt was complimented in like manner. Four days before, the A- 
roerican commander in chief strongly, recommended to the offi- 
cers of the continental arniy, in general orders, the wearing of 
black and white cockades (the ground being of the first colour, 
and the relief of the second) as a compliment to, andasymbolof 

!, friendship and affection for their allies. The marquis de la Fay- 
ette arrived at Newport from head-quarters, the sanje d^y that the 
addresses were presented to the French commanders ; and Ufv- 
doubtedlyeari^ied with him the sentiments of gem Washingtof)on 
tfie rtiovements then making on the part of the British. I'hpugU 
admiral Arbuthnot had only four sail of the line at New- York, oii 
the 1 0th July, he was within a very few days sp strengthened by 
-the arrival of admiral Greaves, with six ships of the line from 
Great- Britain, that he had no longer any apprehensions of an at-» 
tack from the French squadron. The British commanders had 
indeed so decided a sepcriority of force, that they lost no tinje in 
preparing to act offensively, both by sea and land. Sir Hi^ Clinton 
embafkcd'aSout 8000 men, and proceeded to Huntington-Bay 
m Lon|;-lsland, mean while the mijitia from Massachusetts anH 
.Connecticut were ordered to Rhode-Island ; so that the French 
"regretted his stopping short, and declined to pay theni a visit, as 
they were well prepared to give him a warm reccptiorj. At the 

. 'same time general Washington designed availing himself of Sir 
'Henry^s absence, by attacking New- York. He had received con- 
siderable reinforcements, and suddculy crossed the North-Hiver 
zo(^ marched tovyard tCing's-bridge. Sir Hc^iry pcr^^ei ving w^H 

, J^^ fiitended,^ dropped his e^^.q^tkuitp Sjlipd^r Jsj^d, and.sa4lo<4 
Vqi. lit O' fof 
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fpr N«w-York on the 3 1st, after having lain scvctal days in Hw^^ 
flngton-Bay. General Washington proposed to general Arnoldk 
his havinga command ih the designed attack on New-Yorkv The 
proposal threw him into no small confusion ;.but Washington had 
ho suspicions raised by it, for though he thought him mercenary^ 
be had not thd least idea of his being wanting in fidelity. Arnold 
afterward. made his objections to someof Washington's suit,an4 
tirged his being lame as cHsquaKfying him for lictiviiy in fiel4 
duty. The objections being reported to the commander in chic^ 
Arnold was ordered tb proceed to- West-^Point^ ^nd take the 
command of that post and its dependencies. 

We JTiust now attend to an event^.which could not be relatefl 
£n chronologicaLorder without disturbing the preceding narrative^ 
GeneraJ Washington being informed, tliat thcie was a consid- 
erable number of cattle and horses on Bergen-Neck, detached 
gen. Wayne, on the 20th of July, with the 1st and 2d PennsyK 
Tania brigade, four pieces of artiileiy, and col. Moy land's ^M* 
Dtteht of dragoons to kring them off. He contemplated also ^» 
destruction of a block-house, which gave security to a body of re^ 
fiigees, who committed depredations on the well affected inbir* 
bkants for miles round. Wayne having provided against the coii- 
jcrayVeptcrCepting his retreat, and sent down the cavalry to 
4}rive off the «tock, proceeded to the block-house» which was sus^ 
Itnindedwith anahbatisand^ockade. He tried the effects of hi». 
field-pieces, but found them too light to penetrate the logs. Thie 
troops being galled the mean while, by a constant fire from the 
loop holes.^f tlie houses, and seeingno chance of making a breach- 
with the camon, two regiments ru^cd through the abbatis to the. 
foot of the stockage, with a view of forcing an entrance, whiciv 
tvas impTaeticable. This intempearate valor occasioned the lo$»^ 
of 3 officers. wounded, j 5 non-commisMoned and privates killed^ 
ind 46vm)n-commissioned and privates^ woundedl The stock 
Id the mean time was driven off. 

Let u%now turn our eyes to South-Carolina and its neighbor^ 
hood : where the British troops spread themselves, and plunder- 
td by system, forming a general stock, and appointingcommis^a^ 
ties of captures. . SpxAi thus collected was disposed of for the be^ 
l^fit of the royal army. The quantity brought to mar&et was. 
^ gre^ that though iisold uncommonly low,^yetthe dividendL 
tfanaajor^eneral was^npward of 4600 British guineas. Tlie 
]^vate plunder of individoals, on their separate^ account, was of-* 
ten more than their prop<»ption of the public stock* Overan^ a*» 
hove what was sold in Carolina, several vessels were sent abroadi 
foiQ«rket|ioaded with rich spoil taken from the inh^diitants. Ug^ 
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wsffd of two^ thousand negroey were shipped off at one embark* 
lition, ^ 

When Ghaiteston ha^ surrendered, the next object with thp 
British was lo^ secure the general submission, of the inhabitantg^ 
To this end they posted garfisons in different parts of the country^ 
^nd marched a large body of troops over the Sante^ toward th;jt 
extremity of the st^te which borders^on tlie most populous settle- 
ments of North-Carolina* This caused an inwnedi,ate retreat oJT 
some American parties that bad advanced into the upper parts o^ 
Soudi-Caroli»a^ with the expectation of relieving Charleston* 
The t(M;al rout or capture of all the southern continental troops 
in the state, together wkh the uniAr^rsal p^nic occasioned by the 
-^orreiider of the capital, suspended for about six week.$ aU raiii-- 
tary opposition ta the progress of tlie British a^rmy. 

•Sir Hcm-y Clinton, a week before the defeat of ^olon^l Bu* 
•<brd by TarletoPj had i» a proclamation c^nounced vengeance 
trgat Ast Ihose of the inhabitants who slK>uld continue, by forc^ c^ 

rs, tf> oppose tlie re-establishment of British goveinment, 
the istof Juae, he and admiral Aibuthnot, as commissi uncrs 
ibr restoring peace to the revolted colonies, offeretl,^ by procl^-

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' Sir Henry Clinton; la&out the time tbat Cbmhs^n s^fttn^i^, 
Cd, reqeiv^d intelligence, that a large nunoBcr of land forces an^- 
a French fleet commanded hy M. cfe Temay» might soda be €X^ 
pected oh the American coast. This induced huu to tsfciflabatffc - 
lor New- York early in June with the greatest part ^f his arm^^ 
iirhich otherwise was to have remained, and been employed ^ 
the Conquest of the adjacent states. But before he sailed, -all th<r 
inhabitants of Ae province and prisoners uponparolcy and notift 
the military li^e (excepting those taken by capitulation^ orjp conv 
£nementat tjie surrender of Charleston) were, by procl^naaticut 
of June the 3d, freed from all such paroles, froni and af ter tb^ , 
20th of the month ; and in (?ase of their afterward neglecting 1581 
return to their allegiance and his majesty's government^ metC'^ 
be considered as enemies and rebels to the same> and to he treats 
ed accordingly. It was designed, by this arbid:ary <rhange of tbdic 
iclative condition, to oblige them, without thdr consent, totak^- 
an active part in settling and securing the royal govenimOTtk 
Prior to this proclamation, the submission 6f the South-Cai'oiMli^ 
inhabitants was accepted on easy terms* All, with a few esKjep** 
tions, on applying obtained either parolea as prisoners, or pm^-; 
tections as British subjects ; the latter were required to attfascrtbt^ 
a declaration of their allegiance to the kii^i this, bomber, wst/ 
frequently omitted in the hurry of business^ An imi^uttl cafan* 
followed. But the proclamation produced astonishn^ot and c«i^' 
fusion, e.^pecially as the parties referred to were required. to en^ 
rol themselves as militia under the royad standard. - Nuaibef^- 
ci)nsiderin£ themselves as released from the parole by the pfowr 
clamation, conceived that they had a right to arcp agaiD$ttbf:^i 
British ; and were induced so to do, from the very ipena€;«4is©d:"

When Sir H. Clinton departed from Charleston, lord -Corn^'

' the country to be active in securing tlie royal gov^nment now -^ 
established. On the 5th, two days before he jailed,. two hundred . 
and ten of the principal inhabitants congratulated him ^nd the : 
■ adpiiral upon their siiccesses.. The greater pait of them had been 
in arms against ^c British durii^ the siege, and a few^bad be^csi - 

leaders 
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IcniM iff theipopular g6vemhi^nt. In answet to their address^ 
dfoy were promised the^mileges. and protection of British $ub- 
J€«ts, on sub^cdbing a fe^ of tb^r aliegrance and willingness to 
support the JX)yifl cause. Many of their fellow-citizens soon fol- 
lowed their example of exchanging paroles for protections. Tfaoso 
vrtio owned states in the countiy, had no security by capitula* 
tion, fw any property out of the lines, unless- they became sub- 
jects. Such as declined dbing it, met with every discouragement. 
A ttutoerous class of people were reduced to the alternative of 
starring-or suing foir protection. Traders and shopkeepers, after 
bavijig c<witracted large debts by purchasing of the British mer? 
ch^niS wh(> came with the conquering army, were precluded by 
4olrd CornwaUis's proclamation of July the 25th, from selling the 
geods they had purchased, unless they assumed the name and 
character of* British subjects^ Thus were multitudes pressed into 
a service which they were ready to desert upon every occasion. 
Bat it* triumphant state made the royalists in.both Carolinas, con- 
Mmdtoi British protection, and greatly increased them by ac- 
cessions from those who alway side with the. strongest. A large 
body of tliem collected under the command of col*. Moore, in 
Notth-Ca«oUna, on tfie 22d of June. The greatest part had ta- 
ken- the^afh of allegiance to that state, and many had done mi- 
^aask'^diitj in the American service^ Their prematui-^ insurrcc^ 
tion, contrary to lord Cornwallis's advice to his friends, which, 
was to remain inactive till he had advanced into their settlements, 
subjected tliem to an immediate dispeiaion. Gen. Rutherford 
iaslantly marched against these insurgents, but was so short of 
lead that lie could arm only 300 then. Col. Lock advanced with 
this detachment twenty-five miles a-head to observe them, while 
thfc main body halted for a supply of ammunition. ThecoloneJ, 
Aough greatly inferior in force, was reduced to the necessity of 
attacking or being attacked. He chose the former; and capt. 
FaUfr, with a party of horse, rushed into the middle of the roy- 
alktSt and threw them into confusion. Twenty-two of the whig* 
militia were killed or wounded ; among the former were six of 
their officeij^ who were singled out by riflemen among the in- 
surgents. The captain was one of the slain. Col. Moore pro- 
tased to col. Lock a cessation of all hostilities for an hour, which 
being agreed to, tlie former ran off with his whole party. §carce 
-Va« -this insurrectipn quelled, ere anotlier party of North-Caro- 
lina rbyalists, under col. Brian, marched down on the east slJe 
of* Yadkin, and joined the British army at Camden. 

As the British advanced to the upper part of South-Carolina, 
a coBsiderablc.numbe? of the determined friends ofindependcncc

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fe^^ted before iliem, and took fefofejn l^C^b-Caroliira^, ,^ 
this, class was col. Sumpter, who formerly Gomniandcd a jCoi>nt 
nentai regiB:>cnti and was known tp possess a great share of bra^t 
very aod other military taleot^. Soon after he lba4 left his home;^ 
m British detachipeoi turned his. wife aiid family out of doors^ 
and burned liis bouse and every thing in it> A party of Sowtb* 
Carolina- exiles, who had convened in North-Carojiina, ,ip^gid<? 
choice of him for a leader^ A^ the bead of this little ba^id of 
patriots, he soon returned to bis own state, ^nd took the fieici 
sgainst the victorious^ British at a time when the inhabitanls hd^ 
gencr^ly iibandoned the ide^ of supporting their owa indepcnV 
^nce. Col. Suir>ptcr had every difficulty to encountetr Hi? (ois^ 
lowers were in a great measure unf urnisted with arms and "ari^ 
munitioiiy and bad no magazines from which they could draw 9 
fiupply. The iron tools, on the neighboring f^rms, wer^ worke* 
up for their use fay common blacksmiths into rud^ weapons of 
vac.

The grand council of the American states called upon each.iA 
February for specific supplies of provision and forage. But be* 
&re these could be brought in, such advantage was taken of th^ 
public wants, that the nominal debt of the continent wasinere^-* 
ijcd beyond calculation. . Depreciation was rapid. The eheiiif 
took courage, and set every engine to work, by counterfeiti'ng; aha. 
xpultiplying their base emissions, to deery the credit of the papt^ 
0rrency. Congress to baffle their dcsiigns and curb intestine «^ 
v^rice, resolved on, the 18th of March, to call in by taxes in the 
course 6f one year, , and to burn all the paper bills heretofore e*» 
mitted to the amount of 500 millions of dollars, and in lieu ther^of^ 
tp i^ue ten millions of new money, which was to be issued as faJt 
and no faster thaa the old was brought in. For every 20 dbferfsfc 
of the old, one dollar of the new emission was to be perfect^edi' 
andJodged in the continental loan offices in the respective statev 
These new bills were to^be. redeemable in specie, within six years 
after the, present, and tq bear an interest at the rate of 5 pti c^tiL 
to. be paid ;also in specie at the redemption of the bills, or at the 
election of the. owner annually, in sterling bills of exchan^ie^ifti. 
the American commissioners inEuropc, at four shillings and si^-. 
^nce per dollar.. The new bills were to issue on funds of ihd!-. 
vidual states^establisbcd for the purpose. As the saiJfailb Wc^ 
completed, thestatesrespectively on whosefunds they issuisd Wtate 
to receive sisrtenths of them^ and the remainder was to be' subjeet: 
tp the orders of the United States, and credited to the states dm^ 
whose ft ad$ they issued. These bills were to be receivable irptfie 
j^yraent of the monthly quotas or t^xes of each state, at the same. 
Xfite with specie,, or of one Spanish milled dollar, in lieuof fcity'

Such was tire cfiin- 
plcte and decisive victory gained by the op{)osition, in bebaif ©f 
the petitions on that extraordinary and memorable day. WitS* 
out doors, the joy and triumpli in most parts of England was 
great and general ; and perhaps would scarcely have been et- 
<:eeded on occasion of the completestvictoryoveraforeijgn'eneniy. 

[April 24:] A motion of Mr. Dunning's, which had betn 
postponed, was taken up. It was for an address to his raajesf^^ 
requesting that he would not dissolve the parliament^ lior priir. 
rogue titc present session, until proper measures should be taken 
try that house to diminish the influence of tlie crown, andti 
correct the other evils complained of in the petitions of the^pe5- 
pie. After great and long debates, the motion wasrejccted by 
a majority of '51 — 254 to 203. Thus all hopes of obtaining any 
redress for the people in that house was at an end. But thotign 
the freemen of England could obtain no relief from their bulr- 
dens by a house of representatives, the Ttan-freemen of FranSfe 
were relieved by their grand monarch, who issued several edicts 
for the better administration of his finances, and ior the -sup- 
pression of divers placed and offices. 

The commmittejc in London for raising and applying monies 
for the relief of the American prisoners, began ni March to cadi 
upon the public afresh, for new subscriptions, as the war con- 
tinued beyond expectation ; the same was readily made. Many 
individuaiis exhibited a compassroii anrf liberality to tlieAmai- 
cans that does honor to human nature* 

On the 28th of April, Don Joseph Solano sailed from Ca^ 
with 12 ships of the line and several frigates, and .convoy€fd*ii 
fleet of 83 transports, having eight regiments of Spanish ih&il- 
try, of two battalions each, and a considerable train of artiilccy 
on boani ; the whole land force, including 100 engineers, al- 
inounted to 1 1,460 effective men. They are to join the I^t^^ich 
in the West-Indies; and in tliatcase will bring^the British iiecfc 
and islands into the most imminent danger. Jamaica is g^et*- 
Jy supposed to be the first and principal object. 

In the beginning of June, the cities of London and WcstniJd- 
stcr were Convulsed from end to end by some of th^c «rost -cxtni- 
ordinary risings that ever happened. When tfee iawfor reJievi3i|^ 
the English Roman Catholics was passed, in May 17^78, a nunoii^ 
of persons in Scotland, actuated by a niistaken zeaj, associated for 
the preservation of the Protestant religion,«Dd called themseftpts 
aprotestant association^ at the head of which was a lord<5«t»«c 
Gordon. The as;sociators became so fbrmidaBle; ttigt tiie^Sost^ 

papi^ ^ 
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lH^rsts W'cce gr?atly alarm^,, an^ begged that the laws relatbg 
J5(>tiiena might not t>e altered* The success which h*d attended the 
.association in Nortli-Britain, m^glit give the hint for forming a 
sifnilar one in London, to those whose jealousy for the. Protestant 
juUercst was increased by tlie apparent gro;wth of Popery, which 
/)flate yeatshadbeenesteeiped very considerable. A society ,ac- 
jcordingly was formed in the metropolis, whi^h in a few montl);? 
^atiiered great consequence fromthe numbers tliat professed their 
^idherence tu the cause it .supported, and lord -George Gordoa 
ivas elected president. The first object of the association, aftera 
^oipmittee had, been, chosen, was to draw up ajid present a petl- 
iion to the house of commons, requesting a repeal of the above 
law. The petition was publicly advertised to be signed by all 
v/ho.apiM-ovedofit. The alarm which the act gave had reached 
various p^arts of the kingdom, and similar petitions came from 
aiiaay of them, mpst of which were presented to thc.house by lord 
([ieoa;ge. The associators met [May 29-] at Coachmakcr's hili, 
^jrhen tUe president. addressed them for half an hour. His speech 
avas received with the loudest acclamations, on which his lord- 
'|sliip .mj3"/ed the following resolution: — *• I'hat the whole body 
of the Protestant association do attend in St. George's-fields on 
Jb'rid^' next at tcp o'clock in the morning, to accompany his 
Joi'dship toahe house of commons on the delivery of tlie Pro- 
testant petitign, which w?s carric.d unanimously. . His lordship 
thea informed th'em, that if he was attended by le^s tl^an i;o,000 
pacn on, the appointed day, lie would not present their petition. 
He also directed that they should.be formed in four divisions,

Before the rising of the house, sever 
v&i parties filed off, and proceeded to the demolition of the in* 
sides of the chapels belonging to the Sardinian and Bavarian mi«> 
nisters* Th6 commons adjourned to the 6th.; but the lords xn^t 
on the following day^ and agreed on an address, requesting Ap 
kkig to give immediate orders for prosecuting the authors an4 
abettors of the outrages. On the fourth tlie mob assembled m 
- and about Moorfields, and repeated their outrages on a Romisk 
chapel and school in the neighbourhood. The military wer^ 
present, having bfeea sent for ; but the lord mayor,, through; tinjj- 
3ity, would neither ordet them to act, nor venture to interfere 
with the civil power that attended him. Toward the evening o^ 
ttie next day^ different parties collected and attacked variofi 
houses. Between twelve and one o'clock at night, a large bodjT 
assembled before Sir George Saviile's house, and after breakit^ 
all the windows*^ stripped it of the * most valuable furnftyre^ 
which they burnt before the door* They dispersed ort the arw 
lival of a party of horse. : 

[June 6%] About two hundred members hajJ the courage ^

damp on all endeavors Whatever foi* reformation. Thus the 
cause of ministry was eventually strengthened by a most disgrace«i 
fu4 tumuk, which for a virhile appeared to threaten the seibver-l 
^NWtt of all government. 

•* 'Notwithstanding Sir George Rodney *s success in J'anuary, thrf 
€teg€ of Gibraltei* has been continued. The vigilance and indusw 
tpy of the Spaniards, in their endeavours to cut off all reHcf b]^ 
sea, were redoubled and the difficulty of supplying the garrison' 
flWFascontiifaHy increasing. They attempted by meaHs of seven 
•fire-ships, to burn the Panther and Experiment men of war, and 
^ royal sloop that lay in the bay ; of which the British command- 
ers had not the Smallest notice, till they were alarmed at one i^ 
the morning of June the 7th, by th^ approaching flames of the? 
•burning vessels. The captains, with the most immediate pre-^

amtlitia threw down most of their arms, bayonets and all, and 
•pith tfae-wtmost precipitation and trepidation fled fi;om the field, 
««d were followed by tlTcNortli -Carolina militia light-infantry. 
•The i»hole North-CaroUrta division be>ng panic-struck, imitated 
the shameful example, except one regiment commanded by coh 
Dixon, next in the line of Battle to the continefftal regulars^ 
iB^uch fired several rounds ; indeed, gen. <>regory's' brigade, to \ 
39ihk^b'that regiment belonged, paused longer than the others ; ^ 
ia^at fast all fied, and the majority without their arms* or fir- 
isag a single shot* It cannot appear excessively strange, that such 
raw mtl^a could not stand before bayonets, when it is consider- 
^ed, tliat for some time they had subsisted on fruit scarcely Hpe,: 
without "any regular rations of flesh,, flour, or spirituous liquors ^ 
^t^attbek ^rength and spirits were depressed by such preceding 
Jdw regimen ; — ^and that, after an unexpected meeting of the e - 
9«my» Aey bad to lie for hcMirs on tbeir arms, attiended with the 
aj^irehension of immediate danger, and tlie horrors of the night. 
I All'the militia wlio composed the left wirig and centre being 
touted, the second continental biigade/ consisting of Maryland 
md Del^^are troops,, making the right wing, and the corps-de- 
«»erve, were left to light ^v retreat;, but as they had no orders 
fer the latter, they mainteined their position with great resolution 
airi gave theBritish an unexpected ciieck. The second brigade 
«vei%gaia€d ground, and took no less than -60 prisoners; Buf 
• V tlie 
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thecorps^de-reservcbcingconsiderably outranked, were tlirom 
into disorder ; they >were soon ralUcd by their officers, and rrncA 
Cd the action with much spirit. Oveipowered by numbers thrf* 
were again broken ; but the brave examples and exertions of tw 
oflfcerfr induced them to form afresh. The gallantry of this coi|3S 
covered, in a great measure, the left of the second brigade, which 
was in a manner blended with the enemy's line on their lefr, 
where the conflictwas desperate. The Americans thinking theot'^ 
selves masters of the field, disputed with the British w1k> shotrfi§ 
conquer and retain the others as prisoners of war. At* length the . 
cn^my directing their whole force against tliese two devoted ctfrps» 
the fire of the musketry became yet more tremendous, and-w^ 
^continued with equal perseverance and obstinacy, till lovd-Gofflf^ 
wallis observing that there was nocavalry opposed to him, pushed 
forward his dragoons, andchargingwith his bayonets at the sawne 
momeot, put an end to the contest. Never did men behave bet* 
ter than the continentals in tlie whole of the acti#n ; but all-«l*» 
tempts to rally the militia were inefi^ctual. Lieut, col. lUSfP^- 
lx)n's legion charged them as they broke, and pursued thef|><as 
they were fleeing. Without having it m their power to defenl 
themselves, they fell in greatnumbersimdcr the legionary sabi^s; 
Gen. Gates was bore off the field by a torrent of disnuryicd 
tnilitia. They constituted so great a part of bis araiy, ths^ whes 
i>e saw them break and flee with suth precipitation, he k>sl«tk 
-cry hope of victory ; and his only care was, if possible, to rally a 
sufficient number to cover tlie retreat of the regular troops ;. l5» 
retired with gen. Caswell to Clermont, in hope of halting tMdi 
©t their late encauapment But the furtlier they fled, tlie nd^ 
they dispersed ; and the generals giving up all as lost, retired wiA 
a very few attendants to Charlotte. On their retreat, an i)fy^ 
from col. Sumpter overtook them, and reported to Gates, thut 
tlie colonel had succeeded fully in his enterprise the evemag i^ 
ibre against the enemy's post on the Wart^ree ; had reduceo the 
4 edoubt and captured the guaid j and had intercepted the escolt 
with the stores, which were all taken, with about 40 waggom^ 
and upward of 100 prisoners. Gates however could take no ad^ 
vantage of tliis success ; the enemy were at his heels, and-h^ 
victorious friends on the opposite side of a river too distaistt^

' Most of the Virginia militia returned to Hillsborough bytte 
toute they came to camp'; and gen.

Was conducted 
without regular miiitary subordination, under tl>e direction- erf 
Campbell, Cleveland, Shelby, Sevier and Williams, each rf 
wliom respectively led on his own men* As they ajpprodblfiSf 
the roya4 encampment, it was agreed to divide their force: S($tm 
asceiKled the mountain, while others wentfckitid its base in t^ 
* posite directions. Cleveland, in his progress round with one olf 
the detachments^ discovered an advanced pickfet of the roVJf 
troops. On this occasion ho addressed his men in the foUo\rag 
knguage— *^ My brave fellows, we have beat the t<>ries, an<) vrc9 
^an beafthem; they are all cowards* If they had t-he spirittiP 
men, they would join with their fellow^citizens in syppo!tilt|^ 
die independence of their country. When engaged^ yoy it^ 
not to "Wait for the word of command fr^m n^* I will show yw 
by my example how to fight. lean undertake no more, E^^f^ 
itian must consider 4iimself as an ofiicer, and act from his oiro 
j^dgmeiit. Fire as quick as you can, and stand your ground i^ 
ioitg as you can* When you can do no better, g^ behind uek^ 
or retm^at ; but 1 beg of you not to run quite off. If we are'itw' 
putsed, let us make a point to return and renew the fights P«t* 
haps you may have better luck in the second attempt than t]^ 
fii-st.

'I'he firing commenced about four o'clock in the evening/ *Fftft^ 
picket gave way, and were pursued as they retired up the naooffe' 
tain to the main body. Ferguson, with the greatest brave"^^' 
<5rdercd his men to charge. The Ameri^jans retired frony- tfib 
approaching bayonet. Soon affer these had retreated, Shcfbyi 
with the other detachment, having completed the desirfled^w* 
€mt, opportunely arrived, -awl from an unexpected quarter potiri 
cdtea well directed fi^re. Ferguson desisted from the pursuit 

and 
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^d engaged his. new adversaries^ The British bayonet w^p 
aj^aia 3uccessfiil, and caused them also to fall back. By tlui 
fijpie the party cgmmanded by Campbell had.ascended the moun- 
^n, and renewed the attack from that eminence. Ferguson 
|lre&ented anew front, and was again successful j but all his ex- 
ertions were unavailing. At this ttioment Cleveland's men, hftV- 
ing been rallied, renewed their five. As often as one of the A-» 
jncrican pailies was driven back, another returned to its station, 
f erguson's ui;iConquerable spirit refused to surrender. However, 
after having repulsed a successiorv of adversaries, pouring irk 
tbfiv fire frpm new directions, this officer received a mortal 
Wpund, No chance of escape being left, and all prospect of 
successful resista^e being at an end, the, second in command 
?ijied fpr qi^arters. The bloody conflict continued forty-seven 
Hiinytes. The brave major, with 150of hismcn,^ fellin the ac- 
tion ; 81 0, incjuding regulars, were made prisoners, 150 of whom 
liferq wounded ; the remaaider, about 440, escaped. The whole 
j^uxaber of British regulars was short of 100. The Americana 
tpok 1 500 stapd of arms. Their loss of men killed in the field,. 
amounted ta atj^out tv^enty ; but they had a great many wounded. 
The distinguished militia officer who has been repeatedly men** 
l^aed, colpnej, Williams, was mortally wounded* . 

Major Ferguson was overseen in making liis stand on the 
ftiountain, which being much cpvcred witli woods, gave the mi^ 
ijkia, ivho were all riflemen, the opportunity of apprqajchingneap 
^ith. greater safety to themselves than if they had been upon 
^jbje open ground. The major however, might have made good 
$is refreajt, if not with the whole, atleastwitliagreatpaitofhis 
Btien, had h? pursued his march immediately upon his charging; 
alid driving the first detachment ; for though Uie militia acted 
^th spirit for undisciplined troops, it was with difliculty that 
they could be prevailed upon to renew then* attack^ after being 
charged with the bayonet. They kept aloof, and continued 
popping; then gathered round and crept nearer, till at Isngtl^ 
they levelled the major with one of their shot. 

Ten of the men who had surrendered, were hanged by the 
conquerors. Colonel Cleveland had early given out, that if he 
i(|fiVght certain persons, who had forfeited their jives by the laws 
o£tne land, he would e3{:ecute them. . Aui^ng those whom he 
dooi^ed to execution was a militia officer >vho had taken a Bri- 
tish commission, though he had before been in the service of the 
statt* The Britisli officers finding what.was to be the fate of the 
P^yiy^ WQuld have remonstrated. The^ colonel cut tfem short 
withrr-\^ QcoXkm^p, JoujSiVp British pffiicers^and shall be. treated* 
\l - * ' ' ' ' accord ingiy i ,,- 
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accordingly; therefore give your paroles, and march off if)Npi« 
diately ; the othei^ person is a subject of tte state." Thei^« 
rited mountaineers having demolished their enemy, retur^ 
home. 

Lord Cornwallis was so Confident of the success of Igs 
S^henaes, that he did not wait the arrival of major Ferguidifiit 
Charlotte, but advanced toward Salisbury, and obliged the itti- 
!itia, for security, to cross the Yadkin, and take post on its aoiih 
bank ; he was deliberate however, in his taarCh. He hftftM 
short of Salisbury ; and upon hearing of major Ferguson's f^, 

, faced about and returned to Charlotte. About the 14th of Oc- 
tober he retreated to Wynsbofougb. This wa& the more fie^- 
ful, as major Davie*s corps, being greatly increased, fre<jtt6*^y 
intercepted his lordship's foraging parties ^d convoys; R^- 
men also often penetrated near his camp, and from beHiHd tr^ 
took care to make sure of their object. Thus the late cbAqw*- 
ors found their situation verv uneasy, being eJcposed'to't^tftpfta 
danger if they attempted to inake an excursion of oirfy Vfw 
hundred yards from their encampment. As his lordship it- 
tired, the militia took several waggons, loaded with st^res^lM 
the knapsacks of the Kght infantry and Icgioft, and 9lngie tofen 
repeateoly rode up within gun-shot of the army, dtsdMil^lJM 
their pieces, and made their escape. ^ M.r .

Amid the general's Other trials, th& 
came suddenly upon him. He bore all with a firmness that

Jie continued to do all he could to promote the interest of the 
cause in which he was engaged. He remained at Hillsboroti^ 
a day or two,, to give an account of the measures he had takea 
and was about to take, to retrieve the lost country ; tlieh wedt 
on to the camp at Salisbury, where he arrived oh the 11th Nb« 
vember, with.about 130 dragoons; and had the pleasure of hear- 
ing within four days of gen. Sumpter*s success. 

Sumpter, after the dispersion of his force on the 13th of August^ 
collected a corps of volunteers, and received such occasionalt^- 
infprcemcnts as enaWed him to keep the field, though there was 
po continental army in South-Carolina for three months. Hevk- 
jried his position from time to time, and had frequent Skirmishes 
.with his adversaries. Having mounted his followers, he infested 
;heBritish,.beat up their q^uarters, intercepted their convoys, attd 
50 harrassed them with successive alarms, tliat their movements, 
could not be made but with caution and difficulty* On the l^itk 
he was attacked at Broad-river by major Weyms, commandinr a 
corps of infantry and dragoons. In this action tlie British wete 
fiefeated, and the xuajor takea prisoner,, having had hfa thi^ 
broken. Though he had deliberately hung Mr.. Cusack,- hiCtfc^ 
rawi district,, and had in his pocket a mcmorafidum of s^vtral 
bouses burned by his command,, yet he received every iiidoI<^ 
gence by his conquerors* Gen. Sumpter was afterwards attack- 
cd on the 20th, by lieut. coLTarleton. Sumpter being, apprised 
of Tarleton's approach, possessed himself of a strong post ^a 
BlackstocH's hill, close to Tyger-river. Tarieton, without waSt- 
ing for the rest of his detachment, directed a precipitate attack 
with no dragoons and 80 men of the 63d regiment, to that part 
of the hill which was heady perpendicular, with, a small rirttlfct, 
brush-wood and a railed fence in front. A considerable divisfea 
©f Sumpter's force had been thrown into a large log barn, frdttk 
which the men fired with security, as the apertures betweci* Hba 
logs served them for loop-holes, Britisk valor was conspietl&fr 
upon this occasion y but no valor could surmount the obstacles

seanien, at length spread, though not entirely with so fatal an cf- 
ffcct) tlue^gk the French fleet and land forces. Beside the great 
mortality on the passage, the Spaniards landed no less than 1200 
sick on their first arrival at Dominique, and a much greater num- 
ber afterward at Gaudaloupe and Martinico. Thus the spirit of 
enterprise was damped, and some part of the means taken away. 
Still the combined forces had a suflicient superiority to enable 
them to proceed to ofitnsivc operations with the prospect of suc- 
cess. Sir George Rodney, on tlie junction of the enemy's fleets, 
retired to St. Lucia, where he was equally well situated, either for 
observing their motions and counteracting, according to his abi- 
lity, their designs on the other islands, or for self-defence, sliould 
they venture upon an attack. But they reniained totally inactive 
in Fort-Royal Bay till the 5th of July, when they put to sea in the- 
night, without making signals or showing lights.

Ife demanded iu 
thenan^ ofthc king his master, not ©nly a formal disavowal of 
j[wlhat W|is pronounced) so irregular a conduct, as that which was 
charged upon the states of Amsterdam, of carrying on a lon^ 
clandestine correspondence w^ith the American rebels, anxl ot 
jiving instructions and powers for entering into a treaty witii 
uipse rejbel^ ; but also insisted on a speedy satisfaction, and tlid 
punishment of th^ pensionary Van Berkel and his accomplices! 
JTJyis conduct was declared to be no less contrary to the most

, Oa Tuesday, October the 3d, Jamaica was visited with a €091* 
plicated calamity, a.most extraordinary swell of the sea, ten {q^ 
higher than its common level, succeeded by an earthquake md 
Jiurricane, brought dreadful destruction on particular parts 4)f 
the island. Savannah La Mar, ^ considerable trading town gq 
the south side of the island in Westmoreland paiisli,^ was tutjaKr 
destroyed, by the sea's suddenly bursting tlirougli all bouod^-^od 
surmounting all obstacles.

This waa the prolW^ 
to the succeeding earthquake and hurricane.. The damage ia 
the parish of Westmoreland only amounted to uea^ «£-7flQiiiiPQ 
. sterling. In that of Hanover, one fourth part .of the absf^sle 
jproperty is said to be lost forever. The merchants of Kicgalot 
generously sent down far 4:he immediate relief of th« unU^ipj 
fufferers, oC.l 0,000 value in different kinds of provisian,^cleytiyftg 
and other articles. .,.»»» 

A yetnoore tremenduous hurricane began at Barbadoes (Qct 
10.) in the morning, and continued with little intermis:»ioaafa)ut 
48. hours. The ships were driven from their ^nchpiJw jajidehli- 
^ed to encounter all the horrors pf a most outrageous .^5a»it It 
prevailed chiefly in the night; and Bridge-Town, thj^ capitalt 
wasjnef rly levelled with the earth. ,, The inhabitants wi^.<3ipa- 
ped anxiously waited the break of day, flattering themselv^ j^at 
with the light they should see a cessation of the storm^ . Buttlie 
str(Mi^st colours cannot paint the miseries. thejr were, uudei.-r- 
Thc ground was covered with the mangled bodies of theiijikicuds 
and relations. Reputable families wandered through the ruiftS in 
search of food and shelter. Meanwhile there was a coatii^mal 
scene of rapine and confusion. The negroes, instead of attei^pt- 
ing to save the cjFects of the unhappy sufierers, .we^e plundc^ag 
every part pf the town. The tempest was but little abated. , 3ubc 
day served but to cixhibit the most melancholy, prospect., JTbe 
devastation on all sides was terrible — not a. building staadiigr- 
the trees, if not torn up by the roots, stripped of tlieir le4v^i|««iiid 
branches — the most luxuriant spring changed in one aightliStbe 
dreariest winter— the few pubUc buildings, notwithstandiii^g4li|rir

Washington, tkc 
Pennsylvania governxnent, and the congress they were ali rnnth 
aUrnaed, lest the example should prove infectious. The ca«-r 
^lander in chief concluded upon sending ofF immediately a pm« 
per person to the eastern states, lo enmrce upon them tkct ik»« 
vig of something without d«iay, for the relief and c«];Bfort of 
iheir respective lines* Hard money was to be found in die 
hands of but one officer, sufl^ient for thecxpences ef titcJM^ 
aejs, which could not otherwise be perfbraied with a speed an* 
.$Mrerahle to the emergency. Gen. Knox had obtained a snMiii 
quantity, which was destined for the procurement of thc^^e-fi^ 
xaily supplies which he must otherwise have wanted. Thfe, Mh 
nejLed io his other qualifications^ made him the best and llle 
only agent that gen. Washington could employ. He readt^ en- 
gigedin the seryic^^ notwithstanding its b^ing the depth of|W41^ 
^ec, and carried with him a letter of January the 5th,' whei^ 
his ei^ellency said — '^ It is in vaia to think an army cmi be'kept 
together much longer, under such a variety of suflFcrings aseios 
have experienced ; and unless some immediate and^p^dy nnW* 
^ures are adopted to famish at least three months pay to tlw 
tjToops, in money which lyiil be of some value to thcmj and-at 
th^ same time ways and means are devised to clothe^ and fe€4 
them better (more regularly I mean) the worst that can bcW 
us may be expected. 1 refer you to gen. Knox, &c." Nts>saf<* 
cess was such, that Washington wrote to him about a month lA 
ter — **Thc states whose determinations you report, hate*dort

When gen. Greene entered up^n his command, hefoniul 
himself under the greatest embarrassments.

The troopswere destitute of evar^f 
thing necessary either for their comfcrt oi' convenience Th0 
men we>e naked; Ihere were no hiagiizines; and the armywa*' 
subsisted by daily collections* Every thing xlepenued upon.opi-* 
ajion, and it was equally dangerous for \\im to go forward aritac 
standstill, for-if. he lost the confidence. of Uie people, hei<^staiF 
support, and if he rushed on to ganger, eii vviis haaardedj '1 he- 
impatience of the people to drive olf the enemy, if ncgaided^ 
would precipitate him into a thousand mis-fortuncs. 'ihc «iod«'' 
ci conducting the war most to the liking of the inliabit^nts,, vr^^ .

contiaeivtals, and 120S militia. Add to these 90 cavalry, 60 ar- 
4iitery, and 128 continentals on extra service, and his whole ope- 
xative force was 2307. The fewness of his troops, the nature of 
the country, filled with woods and swamps, and thinly inhabited, 
the tpryisjpaiDf numbers, and the want of magazines, led tlie gene- 
lal t0 conclude on a partizan war* He considered the maxims 
oi JEoropean generals, but was far from confining himself to 
iheoi f for he obsered that however they might suit that part of 
.the wodd, they weie not adapted to tlie place where he was to act, 
OBly m certain circumstances, to which, when they occurred,^ he 
jncant to be attentive. On his arrival at camp he learned that th^ 
traopshadmade a practice ofgoinghonte without permission^ stay* 
ii]gaR«3eks and then returning. Dctermijied to stop such a danger- 
•otiarfcii^oiii, the general gave oat that he would make an exadiple 
jof 'the.fkst desert^er i^f the kind he caught ; and one was accord- 
ii^Iy shot at the head of the army drawn up to be spectators of 
tfee punishmeitt* At night he sent officers round the camp to 
li3t^ifa> the talk of the soldiers, and was happy to find that the 
raeasure :had taken its desired effect, and that the language of the 
men was only — ** We must not do as we have been used to ; it is 
new lords new laws." But it was a mortification to him to learn 
from another quarter^ that by the folly or treachery of those who 
hadthc'charge of the prisoners taken at King's Mountain, all ex* 
c«ptabout 130 had been' enlarged opo» diiferent cMiditions, by 
viiiich he lost upwards of 60Q men, who would have been-of the 
utmost importance i4i an exchange with lord Cornwailis; His 
lordship on the 1st of December addressed to him the following 
nbte— ^' I tliink it proper to represent to you, that the officers and 
mentaken at King's Mountain were treated with an inhumanity 
scarcely credible. I find myself under the disagreeable f>c€es'sity 
of making some retaliation for those unhappy men, who were so 
cruelly and unjustly put to death at Gilbert- town/* Gen. Greene 
aoswered to it on the 17th [Decembei']— *'* I am too much a 
stwnger to the transactions at Gilbert-town to reply fully on that 
Stfbject* They must have been co^mmitted before my arrival in 
the department, and by pei^sons under tlie character of volunteers, 
who were independent of the army. However, if there was any 
thing done in that afiuir contrary to the principles of humanity and 
the taw of nations, and for which they had not the conduct of 
your army as a^precedent, I shall be ever ready ta testify my dis-

easy manners and condescending civility endeared them to ^ 
citizens among whom they were quartered ; and produced ^01% 
parisons between tliem and the bulk of British officers who had 
oeen before among them, no wise to the advantage of the latlfifip 
When the soldieis were encamped out of Newport^ Xhe cowf 
grazing in the adjoining fields were never injured, or^o muclutt 
milked. They were rather a guard than a nuisanccrr-^Thje-ifcd^ 
of individuals and of the people at large, commended them^R 
their exemplary behaviour. When they marched thro' the cqw* 
try in their way to the American army, tl^eir two columns -dbi» 
served uncommon regularity ; and a gentleman in a publicxia* 
tacter told me> that when they passed through his tQvWr thcjjfc 
did not do more damage than if they had been a couple of AxQ<k( 
rican corporals guards. Thesame conduct was practised elsewhcififcf 
Every care was taken to put the inhabitants to the least passifckJi 
inconvenience; these were agreeably surprised at finding t^ 
such a number of men in arms could occasion so little distuihafql 
and trouble* They were welcom.e giiests too, as they paidpui^ 
tually for all they wanted, with hard money. , Here let it bi^i;j^. 
marked, that the abundance of hard money which was hi^yil

ing under Williams till it arrived at Round Q oa the 7th, wllci^ 
it encamped, and vfas joined by Greene two days after. 

We sliall close the operations in SouthrCarolina with.the foi^ 
loviring narration.. 

Ear^ in the year Greene concluded a treaty with the Cherokee- 
Indians, by whicli tliey engaged to observe k strict neutraS^.. 
This was attended with the beneficial effects of saving the fip^ 
tier settlements of both the Garolinas from their incursions, wl^ , 
the inhabitants were left at full liberty to concentrate their fmxA 
against the army under lord Cornwallis. WJiea the co-opera;' ' 
tionof the Indians could beof the least service to the Brit£& 
forces, they were induced* to break tlieir engagements Tbcy» 
with a number of disguised whitemen,^ calling themselves ti|6* 
king's friends, made an incursioninto the district of Ninety-Sp^ 
massacred some.families^nd burned several houses, Geo^^Pidfc* 
eils collected a party of the American militia, aiid penetrated fau 
to the settlements of the Cherokees. TJiis he accomplished fafr 
fourteen days at the head of 3i)4 horsemen. In that short spa 
he burned istownsand villages, killed upward of 40 Indians ai 
took a great number of prisoners. .Not oneof his party was kif' 
and'only two vjexe wounded.,. Noneofthe expeditions agi 
the Cherokees had been so rapid^nd decisive as the present*!^ 
Pickens did not expend three pounds of ammunition, and yet oidjc 
three Indians escaped, affer having been once seen^ On thi^ oc^ 
casion a new. and successful mode of fighting the Jndians was i^ 
troduced. Instead of iiring, the American militia rushed for#aA 
on horseback^ and charged with drawn swords. This was tbe^ 
cond time since the commencement of the Americaa war, dM|L 
the Cherokees were chastised in their own settlements, in cofi^ 
^ence of their su&ring themselves to be excited by Brit^«#-

^Tfacy again sued for peace, in the most submissive terms, and obt- 
gained it after promising, that instead of Irstening to the advice oF

. The return of gen- Arnold to New-Torfc from Virgima^ did 
not fix him in a state of inactivity. He was sent on an enterprise

^he embarkation having passed over from Long-island shore \n 
the night, the troops were landed in two detachments on each side 
frf" the harbour, at ten o'clock in the morning of the-6th of Sep- 
^mber ; that on the Groton side being commanded by lieut. 
^L Eyre, and that on New-London side by the general, wh6 
inet no great trouble. Fort Trumbull afvd the redoubt, which 
'Were intended to cover the harbour and town, not being tenable, 
W^e evacuated as he approached, andthe few men in tlicmcros^* 
sed the river to Fort Griswold on Groton-Hill. Arnold procced*- 
<i^,to the town without being otherwise opposed than by the scat- 
.Uii^ed fire of small parties that had hastily collected. Orders wert; 
Sfntbythe general to Eyre for attadcing Fort Griswold, that^so 
^e possission of it might prevent the escape of the American 
^hipping^ The militia, to the amount-of 15-7, collected' for its 
.-defence, but so hastily as not to be fully furnished with fire arms 
^ri4 other weapohfs. As the assailants approached, a "firing comr- 
rnenced, and the fiag-staff was soon shot4own, fromw^hence the 
^eig^hbour-ing spectators inferred, that the place hadisur^ejidered^ 
•till the continuance of the firing convinced them to the contrary^ 
^X'he garrisoii defended themselves with the greatest resolution 
^and braviciy; Eyre was wounded near the works, and majoi' 
Montgomery killed immediately after,-so that the command de- 
evolved on major Bromfield,. The British at one time staggered*; 
A^t the fort being out of repair, could not be maintained-by-a 
^landful of men against so superior a number as that whiob*as^ 
*33plted it. After an action of about 40 minutes, the resolutlonioftfie 
.jjroyal troops carried the place by jthe point of the bayonet.. Thet 
-Americans had not more than half a dozen ki41ed,before the enemy 
entered the •fort ; when a severe execution took place th<^ugh re- 
^^tance ceased. The British officerenquired on his entering, who 
^commanded ; col. Lcdyard answered — " I did, Sir, but you do 
^^K>w s" and presented him his sword. The colonel was immedi- 
^jl^ly.run through and killed^ The slain were 73, the wounded 
^ictween so and 40, and about 40 were carried ofi^ prisoner^. 
^99liiafter rcdMcingthe fort, the soldiers loaded a waggoa-wilh

About 1 5 vessels with effects of the inhabitants retreated i3p .tb0t 
sizeVf notwithstanding the rednction of the fort ; and four otheis^ 
xemained in the harbour unhurt : a number were burnt by the fiie!i' 
commumcating from tlie stores when in flames. Sixty ^ weUiqfr 
hou^» and 84 stores were burned, including those on both sida^ 
the harbour and in New-London. The burning of the town w^i 
intentional, and not accidental. 7'he loss that the An^edeMP^ 
sustained in this destruction was very great ; for there werel9iip$S 
quantities of naval stores^ of European goods, of East and W^eik 
lodia commodities, and of provisions in the several «k)res» lli^:. 
British had two commissioned officers and 46 privates killed ;eighl* 
officers (some of whom are since dead) with IZ5 fiD^-commi^t 
sioned and privates wounded. ~ •*

The destination of count^de Grasse to a co-operation 'witktii^^ 
Americans was .known by the British ministry time enou§iii4lib' 
aending orders to Sir George Rodney to counteract him* /Sif 
coiint in prosecuting the fixed resolv<j of the French court togi^^r 
effectual assistance to the United States, sailed withhis wbok Se^ ^ 
and a large convoy from Martinico on the 5th of July, and wcxhU- 
ed at Cape Francois by the middle of the month, wliere he waft 
xemforced by five ships of the lir^e. In the beginning of Ajugusfetei 
sailed from the Cape with a prodigious convoy, whi3i having secar^ 
wt of danger, beside touching at the Havannah for naoney, bc- 
^irected his course for the Chesapeak with 2S sail of the line a^^ 
several frigates. Admiral Rodney, designing to retin*a to Greati 
Britain, concluded upon sending Sir Samuel Hood with only^ iti^ 
3ail of the line, some frigates^ and a fire-ship, to the Chesapeakj'J 
and forwarded di&patches to New-York, to acquaint the Briti^ 
commanders- with de Grasse's motions and .Hood's de$tmatio^ 
which however were iiot received in time. Sir Henry CUntop.- 
discovered by intercepted letters, that Rochambeau bad marcixcit: 
with the French trofops from Rhode-Island ; that their batterkjff. 
train and stores for anew siege were left at Providence \mdet &tb»i 
more than a militia guard ; and that their fket remained in R)|(p4gi^ 
Island. He upon tijat planned an eicpedition against them^ and ps^ 

£oscd it to Adm. Gratves, Grraves hoMrcver sailed onaicruise b^«i»i 
»09tQa. Whea he letumtd im th^ 1 6th of August^ ih^^^fe^fmH 
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$«^wji&ieaewed ;* but it wasr naw become necessary ta mfit m^ 
d/ bis ships and tq repair othcis, so that his fleet could not b« 
ready in season^ Mr. de Bai^as sailed with the train and stores 
famB Rhode-Island on the 25th; concluding from de Grasse's' 
towti dispatches, tliat he must be then at the Chesapeake. De 
Buraswas at liberty to have undertaken a«iy other service ; but 
tkoi^h he was an older officer than de Grassc, he Tokiotarily 
d^o$e tp put himself tinder his comnaand, to insui^e an object^ 
t^ attainmeot of which was of such immense cousequence to 
thia allied arms of France and America. On the day of bissaiU 
JQg Sir Samuel Hood arrived off the Chesapeake, wher^ he ex-^ 
peeled to have met Graves, with the squadron from New- York ; 
ra( being disappointed, he sent 'a frigate to that commander, 
Wftfatfae news of his arrival. Had tliey formed a junction at this 
peci^ftd and place, they might have secured the Chesapeake, and 
]iiive prevented de Grasse's entering it a few days after. Sir Sa- 
muel having examined the bay> proceeded to tlie Capes of Dela* 
Ware, and not seeing or hearing any thing of de Grasse^ made 
thee best of bis way to Sj*ndy-Hook> where he arrived on the 28lh. 
On that day the commanders at^ew- York received inteUigenee 
that Barras had sailed three days before to the Southward*. Not* 
mtfc«tanding the hope of inibercepting bis squadron before it 
coul^ join de Grasse, must have been a new incentive for ex* 
erticms, it was three days before Graves could be in readiness ta 
proceed from Ne w-Yorky with five ships of the line and a fifty gun 
ship, to the Hook, and from tbencs with the whole fleet under 
hk command to the southward. The day befMre he saiied, d* 
Gbrasse arrived ia the Chi^apeake., On his passage the count 
fell in with and took a packet from CUiarleston, having on board 
Icmd Rawdon, who was on his return to Great-Britain. 

* The French admiral, after blocking up York river, tookpos- 
jsesuofi of James's, in order to cover the boats of the fleets 
^iihtch were to convey the marquis de St. Simon, with 3300 land 
fgrees from the West-Indies, eighteen leagues up the rivet, to 
fwrm a junction with Fayette. Graves received no intelligence 
of the French fleet (nor they of his approach) till they were dis^ 
owrefed early in the morning of September the 5tli, lying at an* 
cfaor, to the number* of 94 sail of the line, just within Cape Hen- 
riband consequently the mouth of the Chesapeake. The French 
iffltoediatciy slipped their cables, andtutning^out from the anchor*

and saving his ships for that and all its-correspondent purposes. 'iSj 
absence of 1800 of his seamen and 90 officers, employed iivcoi 
veying Siinons*s troops up Jam^s river, confirmed him in,.bis^ 
voidance of a hazardous action, Drake, with the rear divi^pto^ 
consequence of the last tack, becoming the van of the Britisli fl^ 
treated the French van so roughly that they bore away, whiles 
Grasse, with the centre, edged up in <jrder to cover tteir retr^ 
The weight of the action fell principally upon tlie Britisb,^ 
the centre eoming in for a more moderate share, and -seven 
never being able to get within a proper gun-shot distance of \ 
French ; from these circunjstances Drai&e'^ division sufiere4. 
verely. The engagement ^nded about sun-set. Tlie slain on 1 
the British amounted to 90, and the wounded to 230, The Shi^Afc 
liury and Intrepid bore more than a proportionable share ol t||| 
loss. Capt. Robinson, of the former lost a leg, and capt. MoU^, 
of the latter, gained great honor by the gallantry with w^<^ Jb|| 
succoured and covered the Shrewsbury when overborne and j^i^ ' 
rounded by the French* • According to the French account^ j^ 
more than 15 ships on each side were engaged. Admiral (jt^^ 
vised all measures to keep up the line during the night, with 4j^ 
design of renewing the action in the morning. But he discpv^ 
ed that several ships of the van, and tlie Montague of the ceB 
had suffered so much in their masts, that they were in no cc 
tion for renewing the action till the same were secured, ' ^ 
TerriWe was so leaky as to keep ail her pumps going, and J 
Ajax was in little better condition. The hostile fleets contioij 
for five successive days, partly repairing their damages and p^ 
manoenvring in sight of each other ; and at times were very nc 
The British were so mutilated that they had not speed enougl^ 
attack the French; and these showed no inclination to r 
the action, though they had it often in their power, as they ^ 
rally maintained the wind of Graves, De Grasse fearing l^t;| 
some favorable change of it, the Britisli should get before f 
to the Chesapeake, returned thither on the iOth of Sept. [ ^ 
Richmpnd and Iris, of 32 guns each, which had been sent tb^ 
away the buoys of the French anchors, fell into his hands. \

The American ofliters were in great 
pain about him,, when they heard of Graves's having put to sea^ 
fcsthe should fall in with the latter, be overpowered, and there- 
by all their hopes of capturing lord Cornwallis be disappointed* 
Ete Barras had. taken a wide circuitous course to avoid, being, 
kit^rcepted \ but that very precaution might have, proved his 
i^in, had not de Grasse kft the Chesapeake on the 5tli, and en-' 
gaged and manoeuvred with Graves. In the me^n time, a freslv 
gale and a head sea so increased the damage and danger of the 
ftrriblc,. that it was found necessary to evacuats and thea buri> 
her. This was done on tlie 1 Lth, and abouX nine at nighty. 
Graves bore up for the Chesapeake ; but upon information being; 
brought him ; that the French fleet were all anchored within the 
Cape, so as to block the passage, it was determined by a coun- 
try of war, to^ return ta New-York^ where the fleet arrived 
the 20th of September. 

One great ooject of the British force la Virginia,, was the esta- 
tlishnient of a strong post and place of arms, which by embracing; 
some good harbour,, or commanding one of the great navigable 
xiVers, should equally ticiiitatc future hostile operations, whether 
by sea or land ; and which, beside giving aa opportunity for dis- 
tressing the country,, if the reduction of it could not be effected^ 
shduld aflbrd such a station for the British fleets and cruisers, as 
wpuld render Uiem entirely masters of Chesapeake -bay. But the 
mility of such a post was necessarily founded on the confidertce 
ofja constant naval superiority, as well as of its being defensible 
by -a moderate force on the land side.- Upon a personal cxamin- 
^on of Portsmouth, lord Cornwallis discovered it to be totally 
incompetent to the purpose of the intended post^ Point-Comfort 
was thought to be no less defective.- ^ York- To wn^ lying, on the 
river of that name, and on the naiTOwest part of the peninsular 
between York and James rivers, where it is about five, miles 
ov^r; and Gloucester Point, on tlie north and opposite side, and 
j^j^ting so far into the river, that the distance between botlx 
is not xjiuch above a mile,, afforded the only remaining choice^ 
"l^y entirely commanded the navigation of the river, which is 
^•^eep at this place, as to admit of ships of great size and bur- 
dfen; put then they required tlie whole force that Cornwallis 
pM&essed, to render them effective.

In ordeiL^^liA^ 
ten the arrival of the allied troops, de Grasse seletted se^til>«l- 
sels drawing the least water, to transport them down Che«apeate- 
bay.

they have been tontendlng. But the disagreeable intelligence 
received at the aclmiralty-office from ^e West-Indies on the

.'The superiority of the French by 'sea and lani in that part of 
A^' world, enabled them to undertake what tliey pleased. The 
ioss'of Stetia was^but the prelude to further misfortunes on th6 
st«i:e of Britain. St. Kitts was doomed to become a victim to the 
p^cy and power of France. The marquis de Bouille [Jail. 
14/] landed j&OOO men on the island, ^nd was supported by 
ctamtde Grasse, with S2 ships of the line. The garrison un^ 
4Je»'gen. Fraser, did not exceed 600 effective men ; so that the 
ffe^esLt superiority of the enemy prevented all resistance to their 
iftftdlitg. The garrison retittjd to Brimstone-hill, which, beside 
s^kte newly erected fortifications, was considered ^om its 
he%ht and almost inaccessible situation, as bnd of the strongest 
^as^ in the 'West-India islands. But the troops were too few 
tac its defeiica through a long siege. 
''Th6 British fleet under Sh: Samuel Hood, consisting- of ^22 
sUips of the line,* was then at Barbadoes. That island was the ort- 
^ai object of the French commanders; but they were drireh

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Sary to change their design arid direct flicir attack ^inst St&te 
Sir Samuel, notwithstanding his inferiority, dctenmned upoi 
boldly attempting the preservation of the island. He accordingly^ 
sailed to Anti^a, where he took. gen. Prescott on board, WitbSie 
fbw troops that cduld be spared ; and from thence proceed^ kl 
the evening for Basseterre-road, where de Grasse lay at ancbolv 
began at day-break to form his line of battle, for the purpose of 
bearing down upon and attacking them. The accident of t4f 
ships running foul of each other, interrupted the prosecutikmlf 
this design ; and the fleet was obliged to Kc too for a day, dom^ 
the repair of the damage which one of them^ustaned. A Frefle^ 
, frigate from Martinico, full of shells andordnaacc stQre»^flll( 
siege of Brimstone-hill, which fell into the hands of ^e Bo^A; 
seemed to compensate in some measure for this delay. De Cf i ju ^ t 
vrho could not but be surprised at this unlooked for visit, qtiftldl 
his anchorage, that so by piitii^ out to sea and gaining k gSki 
offing, his ships might have full room to act, and thereby- Sit^tk 
slLI the advantages of their superiority in nuniber. '"* 

'■ [Jan. 25.] Sir Samuel instantly perceived how he mi^ht|^rdft 
by this movement- The enemy h)rmed in a line of battle a-oea^ 
h^ carried on every appeannce of a determined and iniiB^fiil^ 
attack, whereby he drew them further from the shore. He^^ 
pushed directly for Basseterre-road, and took possession of tlrtt 
. anchorage ground which' the count had quitted on the preced^ 
evening. A sense of the possibleconsequence of this movemelC 
in cutting the French fleet ofFfrom all communication withthe^ 
'army on shore, kd them to fall upon commodgre Affleck lAk 
the utmost fury. He commanded and closed the rear of Oft 
British squadron, and they were in no small hope of cuttiag^ 
th^t division. The commodore, with Iris two brave se<^ndi 
lord Robert Manners and capt. Cornwallis, kept up so able ^H 
^tmceasing a fire, that with little loss and damage to themsebie^ 
'they contributed much to the covering of the other ships oP^lfe 
division, while they were getting into their stations. - A^fcttWi 
«harp conflict, the French were obliged to bear away. 

The next morning [26.] by eight o'clock, ihe British line #» 
attacked from van to rear, by 29 sail of the enemy, for near j?t*b 
^hours, without having the least visible impression made i^ioait. 
^he French then wore and stood oflFagain to sea. De Grasse* ^ 
yet discouraged, renewed the engagement in the afternoon; isifl 
directed his attack principally against the centre and rear divisicttft. 
These he hoped to overwhelm by the superiority of his force ; f^t 
he was again repulsed with greater loss and damage.than b efifftt * 
His own ship,* the Villc dq Parisi suffered severely, and rcceHSfid 
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il^ildssithan 84 shot in her hull; It was said^ that the Frencll 
«Mt a thousand wounded to Statia. The lo<^of the British in all 
Ijbe dttaclcs is stated at 7i3 killed and 244 wounded. From thaJt 
time the count kept at a distance but continued constantly in 
fights appearing one day with 32 two-decked ships^ and anc^er 
witli only 2^.. 

./The success of Sir Samuel Hood's boM adventure produced 
jFCry flattering prospects, I'he admiral had no doubt, but that 
jftirifustone-hill would hold out, till the marquis de Bouille and 
Ci)Ufltde Grasse would be glad to retire. But therein he was 
ijustaken. Ilie inhabitants of the island, on the^ &st arrival of ^ 
tbe French^ adopted a seeming neutrality. Governor Shirley in-^ 
deed proceeded with S50 militia to reinforce gen* Fuaaer'^Si small 
l^j^^son, and continued bravely to encounter aHl the dangerSy.and, 
patiently to^ endure all the hardships of the siege. The French 
ciosely invested the hill on all sides, on the night of their landing 
<^dvthe following morning. The artillery destined to serve in the 
attack on Barbadoes was attempted to be disembarked. .But the 
aressel which conveyed the most heavy and effective part of it^ 
•truckon the rocks and sunk. . The enemy hovireyer were not dis* 
c.9Mxaged by this loss, or the subsequent one of the^frigate fromt 
Jtf.artinico. By persevering industry ttiey fished up no smalt part 
)9f the artillery, shells and stores- whi^h had beeasunk ;. and the 
mea of war bi ought a fresh quantity of heavy ordnance frona 
Martinico. Moreover^ the very means provided for the defence 
pf the garrison,, were unhappily for them employed in their de- 
fCcuction. Eight brass 24 pounders, witli 6000 balls, together 
l^ith two 13 inda brass mortars and 1500 shells,, which had beeii ' 
itotjOut l^y government to furnish the fortress, instead of i^aring 
fee^ removed up to the wo^ks, were all found by the French at 
the loot of the hill and proved a most seasonable andjiecessary 
^upply. The hill was naturally strong, but the works .at. the- top' 
jl^ere not answerable to its strengtli ; and were little calculated to 
jn^thisUnd the batteries, which the. possession of the adjoining 
country, and the weakness of the garrison enabled the enemy to- 
f nect in the most advantageous positions. The British were 
moreover totally destitute of intrencliing tools. 

The m^rq^uis de Bouille commenced and cari^ied on a regul4» 
iSi^g^i ^^ was incommoded during the whole of it, by amost vin 
gorous^ fire from the garrison. The toil and fatigue of the fxench 
{|ca3,expessive in such a climate, as they had no substitute for h^-^ 
;|^o labor in removing their artillery and heavy stores.. The 
^i^pnches however w^re. opened in the nigjit betv»teen,the 16th 
\ff^ ^Ith of Xanuary^ Si? SaRiu.el Hopd took thp e^liest opi^or- 
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fumty, on his arrival off the island, of sending an officer to Ikm^ 
Stonef-bilt, acconfipanied by one from: general Ptcscott, Whb ft

ia be put on shore: with his Antigua troops, they were accordii^

nlen left able to go through duty, and Sir Samuel Hoiod not having 
itin his power to afford the least relief, both the governor and gefi 
$'ra$er[Feb. 12.] concluded upon proposing a capitulation rn/i^hich 
the marouis de BouiUe eagerly embraced, as the acquisition \^ 
tnirc for luitber operations was important, and a security ffotn ^ 
lerruption by the arrival of a British admiral to reinforc^ S[ 
Saimiei w^ of the first consequence. Every conditibn they p^ 
posed was agreed to, whether in favor of the garri$on or islai$ 
The former were allowed all the honors of war in the fullest seifSftJ 
and the island was upon the best footing it could be, under aiSi 
pitulation. The marquis de BouiUe^, with his usual elevation i^ 
soul, by the last article discharged gov. Shirley and gen. Fralrff 
from being considere'd as prisoners ofwar^ out of respect totb^ 
courage and determinedconduct ; and declared thatthefirstmipii 
leturn to hie government of Antigua, and the latter continue id 
the service oi his country. "' 

The surrender of Brim8tone*hiH, and the cupitolatioii of tffil 
isiand, rendered the longer stay of Sir Samuel Hood in BassH 
road equally useless and dangerous.

%hrps, a fleet of transports, victuallers and store-ships, with abo- 
x3y of troops on board, for the relief of the garrison. . He was 
accompanied by admirals Barrington, Milbank, Mood, and 
^ir R. Hughes, by commodore Hotham, and an able, brave set 
of naval otBccrs. 

After the reduction of Minorca, the duke dc Crillon was ^p^ 
pointed captaiti-gencral of the Spanish forces, and ^as destined 
;to attempt the recovery of Gibraltar. No mean was neglectei 
norexpence spared to insure success. Amhitioa, hotior^ l^ride^ 
ievenge, all united in urging to the -utmost exertions for the con^ 
.-cuest of the place ^ and as all former ones had failed, the ihven- 
iion and application of such as were hew became accessary. Th6 
•chevalier, P'Arcoa, ^Piench engineer, wasGonfidedin as being 
-fcqual to the service. A plan had been proposed by him in the 
Xatter part of the preceding year. The preparations^ though vast, 
imd, extremely expensive, were itearly completed; and the re- 
•Auction of the place was not only deemed certain, but riie pow- 
ders to be used \Vere so prodrgioiis a*nd formidable, that little Ifes^ 
than the annihilation ot the fortress was expected to be the con- 
seqaenceof any great obstinacy of defence in the garrison. Th^ 
jplaa of the chevalier was to construct, from sTiips, floating bat- 
.leries Ihat could not be sunk or fired. They were to .be secured 
Irpm sinkingby the extraordinary thickness of timber with whick 
Jtbeii- keels and bottoms were to be fortiiied; and which w^s to 
'^retlder them proof^ in that respect, against all external orintef- 
^ai violence. They w^re tOsbe defended from beirtg fifed by 
ifaviiig their sides secured with a strong wall, composed of tim- 
J&M^r andcoik, long soaked in water, and including between them 
2i large body of wet sand; the whole of such a thickness th^t 
^o, cannon ball sliould penetrate within two feet of the inner pai*- 
^WaPdrf', * A* corrstaiit ^pply of water was to keep the parts exposed 
tqiirc, dway^wec; and the Cork was to act afe a sponge in rfti 
taifiiiig the moisture-, 
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Teif great ships, fromeoo to 1400 tons burden, were cut dow* 
Id the state reguiretJ by ^the-rplaB, and 200,000 feet of tksh- 
Ber worked into their construction. To protect them (mm bonfW^ 
and the men from jrape or descending shot, a hanging roif 
\Vas contrived, to bs worked up anddown by ^rings^ afrpka^ 
sure. The roof was made of a strong rope-work netting, ia^ 
over Avitb a thick covering of wet hides ;. it« sloping position wap 
calculated to prevent the shells from lodgings and to throw thena 
off into the sea before they could take effect. Tlie. batteries 
were covered with new brass cannons of great weight; an4 
^^bout half the number, of spare guns,, of the same kiodf wcte 
kept ready,, instantly to s:upply the place of those which mig^ 
be over-heated or otherwise disabled. Thatthe fire of tliesegun^ 
might be the more instantaneous and effective,.the cbevaiier <fa^ 
contrived: a kind of match by which ail the guns on the batte^ 
were to go off tog^ier. Red hot shot from the fortress wa^ 
what the Spaniards most dreaded. To restrain its effect, there 
was a contrivance for communicating water in every directioiL 
A great variety of pipes and canals perforated, all the solid worW 
manship in such a^ manner that a continued succe^ion of wa£8v 
was to be conveyed, to every part of tlie vessels; a numbep jrf 
pumps being adapted to the purpose of an unlimited supply* By 
' tiiis mean it was expected that the red hot sliot would opejrale 
to the remedy of its own mischief, and procure its immedi^ 
extinction by Gutting^through the pipes. > 

The prjBparation was €inormous in other respects.. About 120(]|. 
pieces of heavy ordnance had been brought to the spot^ foi: the 
iiumerous intended purposes of attack by sea. and- h^nd^ The 
quantities, of every kind of military stores were immense^ ..38ie- 
gun-powdfii* only, isaaid to have exceeded 83,000 barxels* F^^dtjr 
gun-boats, with heavy artillery, as many bomb-boats, with ^. 
inch mortars„ beside a large floating battery and five iioisio^ 
ketches on the usoal construction, were appointed to.secondiy|e 
eiFortsofthe great battering vessels- Nearly all the frigates aid 
smaller armed vessels of tlie kingdom were assembIed».to afiij^ 
such aid as they might be capable of; and 'between 2 andSjpO 
large boats were collected,, which, with those already in the vi- 
cinity, were to minister to the fighting vessels during actioii,A«d 
to land troops as soon as the fortress was dismantled. .Tiie:i:oi|^ 
bined Ueets of Fiance and Spain, amounting, to about 5X) sJhipStP^ 
the line, were to cover and support the attack, while. tbfX 
heightened the terrors and magnificence of the scene. . ,^*

At eight in the nioiai.rtg [Sept. I3v] theten battering ships> com-

Between nin^ and feft 
they came to an anchor, in a line from the Old to the Netf 
Mole, parallel to th^ rock, and from 1000 to 1200 yards dxstaist; 
The admiral's ship \vas stationed opposite the king^s basto:)'} 
and the others took their appointed places, successively and Mdl 
. great regularity^ t& theVight and left of the admiral. The-suri 
rounding hiHs were covered with people, as though all Spain hai 
assembled to behold the spectacle^ 

The cannonade and bombardment, on all sides ^nd in all d^ 
tectiohsy from the isthmus, the 9ea-afl<J the various works df the 
fortress, was tremendously magnificent beyond description. Tile 
prodigious showers of red hot balls, of bombs and of carcasiSeS^ 
%vhich filled the air^ and were without intermission thrown frori 
the garrison to every point of the various attacks, both by 's«l 
and land, astonished the commanders of the allied forces, wM 
could riot conceive how gen. Elliot ha^been able to construct 
and manage such a multitude of furnaces as they deemed u^- 
cessary for the lieating of the quantity of ^ot throvcii/ Ttt 
liumber of red hot balls which only the battering ^hips receive^ 
in the course of the day, was estimated at not less than 400it 
The peninsula seemed at the same time to be overwhelmed^l 
the. torrents of fire incessantly poured upon it. 

The battering ships were so well constructed for with standtet 
the combined powers of fire and artillery, tliat for several boon 
"the continued showers of shells and hot shot with which ftcj^ 
Were assailed, were not capable of making any visible impre!^ 
fion upon them. But about two o'clock the admiral's ship w?& 
observed to smoke. The fite, though kept under during the'da^- 
light, could notbe thoroughly subdued. After a time, thepritn 
of Nassau's ship was discovered to be in the same conditiotl. 
].The disorder that took place in these two commanding ships, kfc 
fected the whole line of attack ; and by the evening the fire fttsft 
the fortress hadgaincd a decided superiority. This fire was dii^ 
tinned with equal vigor through the night ; and by one-in* iHb 
morning the two first ships werie in flames, and several ctlrffc 
visibly on fire. Continual signals to the fleet, were sufficiefttlv 
expressive of their extreme distress and danger. All mesm 
wcie used by the fleet to afford assistance ; but as it was judged 
impossible to remove the battering ships, their end^avot'S "wdrt 
only diverted to the bringing off the men. A great number of 
boats were accordingly empfoyed, and much intrepidity wrasdiSr 
played in the attempts for this purpose. ' ,- ^ 

Capt. Curtis, to complete the general confusion and *'de«tifac- 
tion, manned bis twelve gun-boats with his liiarintf brigade,- irtd 

• • drew 
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|dr^w them up in $uch a manner as to. %nk the line of bajU^iipg 
ships. Each of his boats fiariied a 24 or 13 pounder, and oyit^f 
law &e and fixed aim, was not a little formidable. The better-- 
I/>g, ships were soon overwhelmed by the incessant fire from tber 
g^jri$on> and by tliat of the British gun-boats, raking the whole 
iBxtent of their line. The scene was now wrought up to the high- 
g^t point of calamity. Xhe Spanish bpats no longer dared t(?^ 
approach ; but were compelleid to abandon their ships andf 
^ends. to. the .flames, or to the mercy and humanity of a hiiatej 
jen^my. Several of their boatsand launches had been siuik before 
Ihey submitted to tliis necessity. The day-light at length ap- 
jiciiring, two Spanish feluccas, which had not escaped with thqr 
Zithers, attempted to get out of the danger ; but a shot from a 
j^n-))Qat having killed severalmen onboard one of them^ botii 
jVKere glad to surrender. 

t Tl\€ horrors of the -night were ter-rible ; buf the opeiripg of the 
day disclosed a spectacle still mor^ painful. Numbers of metu 
T^^ft, seen in tiie midst of the flames crying.out for pity and'help.*. 
ptheifs floating on pieces of timber, exposed to eqpal dange^r- 
J5?om. the opposite element. Those in. tl\e ships where the* iire 
|:^adi?3ade a less, progress, expre§sed in tlieir looks,, gestures aiii 
words, the deepest distress and despair ; and. we're ecjuaUy utbt 
^ejit in imploring. assistance^ The fire both from the garrisoa 
^,;id gun-boats instantly ceased ;. and every danger was encouH'- 
icred by captain Curtis, and his marine brigade, in- endeavoring^ 
to rescue the distressed enemy from surrounding destruction. la 
,^ese efforts the boats were exposed to the * peril arising frorh- 
tt^cpntinjjaldischai'ge,. onall sides, of the artillery,, as the gung* 
.jfeecam^ heated to a certain degree,- and from the blowing up ot 
tile Mattering ships as the fire reached their magazines^. A morer 
Striking instance of the ardor and boldness with which tlie ma- 
jfjne brigade acted, needs not be given, than, that of- an officec 
^xiid. 29 privates (all severely wounded) beiiig dragged out from 
.^^Uo^g the slain in the holds of the burning vessels, most of 
,wJiom i^ecovercd in the hospital at Gibraltar. 
- Captain Curtis was^^ repeatedly in tlie most imminent danger 5 
Jli^ticularly so when his pinnace was close to'one of the largest 
1^1^ at the time she blew up^ : while .every object was for a consi* 
^etable while buried in a thick cloud of smoke, gen. Elliot andf 
the i^rispn suffered the most poignant distress, considering the 
i^isi of their friend as inevitable. Thirteen ofiicers and 344,mejx 
were saved by the exertions of the brigade. It was happy, that;

Tfii 
loss sustained by the allies on the isthmii^ durirtg the sittiack cafr^ 
tiat be Ascertained, "fhe lt>ss of the garrison wa$. nearly ^eotai 
fined to the artillery -corps and the marine brigade; Frdtti^^ 
$th of August to the i1th of Octobei*, the whole number ^ 
non-commissioned officers and private men slain, amounted tt 
€5 only, the wounded were !56^, be«ide 1 2 commissioned officer^ 

Such was the signal and complete defensive victory, obtaiflii 
hy a comparatively handful of brave ;nen, over tbe cofrrMnetl 
Jand ^nd naval efforts of two great and powerful nation^,- Whd 
for the attainment of a favorite object, exceeded all forincr tl& 
Ample, as well in the magnitude, as in the formidable natiire tf 
their preparations. " • -. -i 

The allies wer^ now compelled to rest their hopes of reeovef* 
Ing Gibraltar, on the reduction of tli:c garrison to a surren^tfr^ 
Atough the mere failm^ of ammunition and provisions. But 
this was not to be eflfected, unless they could defeat Lord Hch#^ 
of ar least prevent his throwing in the intended relief. M^tU 
^#tiilehis lordship met with Itiuch delay, througii wiAds'atfd ^W^ 
ttier, on his way to Gibraltar; which Was rendered excfetdifi|# 
ifksorae, by the anxiety that pievailed relative to the forfe^SiS 
under a knowledge of the menaced attack. This ahxietf #» 
not removed till the fleet had arrived near the Scene of act!(}ir| 
Pfhen advice was abo received, that the united fleets^' consraftii^ 
-of fifty sail of three and two deckers, had taken their stattoi^ ht 
the Bay of Gibraltar. ■ ; 

At this critical point of time, i violent gale of wind In t^ 
Straits, threw the combined fleets into the greatest disordei", a^ 
jexposed them to no small danger. It happetved in the hightriff 
October the lOth ; and during the storm a frigate and ont sh^^ 
the line Were driven ashore, asecpndlosthcrforeniastawd bcMS 
sprit, two mote Were driven but of the bay to the eastward, iisi 
many Others suffered more or less damage.

LETTER XV. 

^Orvisy December SO, 1782:. * 

THE Governor of the Universe, to whose justice and deters 
minatlon all tlie late belligerent powers appealed, having; 
so ordered events that peace is at length fully restored, the pre* 
sent letter shall close my correspondence upon aiPairs- of a publicr 
nature. ^ 

Mr. Francis Dana, your late Atneriean resident, at Pfcters-* 
burgh, but who sailed from thence for America on the 7lh of 
August, labored to obtain a reception in his^ puMic character ^ 
but received from the Russian- minister; in answer to hi» appli* 
cation, the following declaration — **"! have to renew to you, Sir^ 
the expression of satisfsetion with which her Imperial majesty is 
impressed by tlie mark of attention which your constituents have 
paid her, in sending to her a pcrsonocpressly clothed with :»^ 
public character; and to assure you-, that she will acknowledger 
you whh pleasure in that quality, the instant that &e definitive 
treaties which are on the eve of being concluded, shaH havebecu 
executed — her delicacy being a law to her, notto take^ before 
that time, a step which might not be considered as corresponding 
with those which hate characterized her strict neutrality dufiitg 
the course of the late war.^ Notwithstanding which the empress- 
lacpeats, that^you may enjoy not only for your own hoiror, but 
aisafor your countrymen, who- may come into her empire tm 
commercial business^ oroUierwise; the most favorable- receptiom 
and the protection of the laws of nations. The conduct which 
the empress has held during the course of the war, suffieiently 
witnesses in favor of the impartiality of her sentiments, and puts- 
an end to every discussion oiv that point, and ought tomakeyoit 
entirely easy.*' 

While the negooiations- for pe^e were carrying-on between. 
Great-Britain, France, Spain and Holland, news was received 
from the East-Indies, but such as had not a favorable aspect on the 
British iiitcrest in that quarter.

On the 3d of September, the definitive treaties between Great-

pair, from tabingr while the passions were inflamed, those steps 
which wo»ld have led to the abyss of misery^ He acted upon 
the principle, that it is* easier to divert firom a wrong to a ught 
path, than it is to recall the hasty and fatal steps which have beea 
already taken/'' The period previous to the officers assembiing, 
•was- improved by the general for softening them down. The 
treatment they had met with,. the suspicions they had entertained 
of a design to tridcthemj the strong indications that had appear^ 
ed of an- inclination so to do, and other occurrances,^liad imbit^ 
tered their spirits ,.so that it was with the utmost.difficulty, that 
he could ealm and bring them to a temper which: promised aa 
•liapp3r issue to the meeting he had proposed;^ Me sent for oae 
officer after another and t^ked to them privately, setting before 
them the ill consequences af violent measures, and the loss of 
character that would follow ; and brought several to their tears. 
^STnmbers were prevailed, upon to relinquish their intentions, ani 
agreed to pursue moderate measures. A second address appeait* 
-ed on the l»2th, wherein the author, artfully insinuated, that the 
-general approved of their discussing the subject,, which had beea 
proposed by himself in- the first.^ 

When the officers were convened on the li^, those who were 
for moderate; measures contrived that general Gates, who was* 
'thought to-be too much in favor of the reverse^ should be chosea 
president. Afterthat,.the commander in chief addressed the mee- 
:ting«. The first and> largest part o£ the speech was employed ia 
counteracting th« effeet^^ produced by the anonymous papers, 
-His'cxceltency thus expressed himself— "The author of the ad- 
dress is entitled to much creditfortbe goodness>of his pen ;, and 
I could wish he had as<much credit for the rectitude of his heart 
— ^He was^ right to insinuate the dadcest suspicion. to effect die 
- blackest design. — My God I wliat can this writer h^ye in view 1^ 
•laecommendin&such^ measures ? Can he be a^ friend to tlieafmr^ 
Can he be a tnend to this country ^ Rather is he not an insidi- 
ous foe ? Some emissary perhaps,, from -New-York, plotting t)^ 
:i:uin of both^ by sowing the. seeds of discord and separatjoabe- 
Iween the civil and military powers of the continent ?" He aif- 
ISFwardspledged himself in the most unequivocal manner to»^x- 
•xtaUrlus abilities in their {slyqt i requested them to rely on tbt 
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Ikith of tfieir country, and to. place a full confidence mthc^urfty 
of the intentions of congress ; and conjured them, in the narae 
of their common country, as tbey vakied their honor, as they, 
cespected the rights of humanity, and as they regarded the mi- 
litary and national character of America, to express tlieir utmost 
detestation of the man, who wishes, binder any specious pre^ 
tences, to ovcrturnjthe liberties of their country ; and who wick- 
edly attempts to open the flood-gates of civil discord, and deluge 
their rising Empire in blood- 
It was hajipy for the army and country, that, wlien his excel- 
lency had finished and withdrawn, no one rose and observed — 
** that general Washington was abput to qjuit the nailitary Hnc 
laden with honor, and that he had a considerable estate to sup« 
port him with dignity, but that their case was very diiferent. Had 
such ideas been thrown out, and properly enlarged upon, the 
meeting would piobably have concluded very differently. But 
no counterpoise being offered to the speech, the business of the 
day was finished to the wishes of his excellency. Tlie meeting 
of officers unanimously thanked him for his address. They also 
resolved unanimously. That mo circumstance of distress or dan- 
ger should induce a conduct that might tend to sully the reputa- 
tion and glory they had acquired — fhat the army continued to 
have an unshaken confidence in the justice of congress and their 
country — ^^rhat his excellency be requested to write to the Presi- 
dent of congress, earnestly intreating their speedy decision upon 
the subjects of the officers' address — ^That they view with ab- 
horrence, and reject with disdain, the infamous propositions 
contained in a late anonymous address to the officers of the army« 
General Washington, in a letter of the latlv transmitted, to 
congress an account of what had passed at the meeting of the offi- 
x:ers, and urgc^ in the strongest manner their being gratified ia 
what they had before applied for. Onthe52d of March, con- 
gress resolv-ed that the officers should be entitled to receive to 
the amount of five years full pay in money^ or securities on tn,- 
terest at six per cent, per ann. instead of half pay for life. 
Though this commatation was granted, the fears of 4.he army 
w^ere still alive, lest they should be disbanded orthe lines be sepa- 
jrated, before their accounts were licpidated. The commander 
in chief was for their being disbanded as soon as possible; but then 
Jie thought their wishes should be consulted^which he pronounced 
moderate in their mode, and perfectly compatible with the ho- 
dior, dignity and justice due from the country ; as they only involv- 
jed complete settlement and partial payn>ent, previous to any dis- 
peridoiu Three months pay at least was universally expecusd. 
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By the 24tb of Starchy congress receive* a. tetter of Fibruaigfr 
jPthy from^ the marquis de la Eayette^aimouncing.a general peaces 
and a copy of orders given- by count <l'Estaing> fortb« purpose 
«f putting a stop to all hostilities by sea 5. hereupon tbey directed 
Ihe marine agent immediately to i^ecall^ all. armed vessels^<:ruisdQ9^ 
tmdercommi^sions from the Unite<iStates of America.' Tb^ a&U 
quisls letter was dated from tadia::: in it he wrote-^^^'^forty-nirid 
sbips^and twenty thousand men are no\^ here,, whom count df£s^ 
taing was to join witb the combined forces in the Wes^Indies;, 
and during.the Summer they wdre to cooperate with our Anferi- 
can army. Nay,- it hadJately been granted that while count 
d'Estaing, was elsewhere,. I should enter St. Lawrence river, at 
the head of a French corps^ It is known that I eVet was bent 
opon tlie addition' of Canada to the Uhited Sutes..*^* On the 4th 
©f April, captain John Derby,, commanding the Astrea, arrived 
• at Salem from Nuntz in 22 days, and brought v^dth- him a print* 
«d copy of a declaration. of the Aimfcrican ministers^ given at Pa-' 
risthe 20th of February,, and signed Jphn Adams,, B, Franklin^ 
John Jiay.. Itmentionsj. that the ratihcations^of the preliminary 
articles o£ peace signed the 20th of January,, between his most 
Christian majesty and the king ofi Great-Britain^ were ia dae 
form exchanged by their ministers on the third of February ;, 
from which day the several tewus specified for the cessation of 
Jiostilities are to be computed relative to all Biitish and American 
vessels and effects.. Thus the same captain, who earned to Great-- 
Britain the first news of actual hostilities at Lexington,: brought 
to the Massachusetts the first new^s of the ratifications of the ar.^ 
tides of peace being exchanged-

AnTrctE L. Bi5 Britannic majesty ackrtowledges the said

or ; thence through lake Superior, northvvaid of the isles Royal 
ajoud Phelipeux, to the Long lake, thence through the middle of

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said Long Lake, ancl the water communication between it and tbc 
Lake of the Woods, to th^ said lake of the Woods ; thence tho* 
the said lake to the most north-western point thereof, and from 
thence on a due west course to the river Missi&ippi ; thence by a 
line to be drawn along the middle of the said river Missisippi, 
until it shalHntersecttl^ northernmost part of tbe'3 1st degree of 
north latitude : — south by a line to be drawn due cast from the, 
determination of the line last mentioned, in the latitude of the 31 
degrees north of the equator, to the middle of the river Apalachi- 
cola or Catahouche ; thence along the middle thereof to its junc< 
tion with the Flint-river ; thence streight to the head of St. 
Mary's^river, and thence down along the middle of St. Mary's- 
river, to the Atlantic Ocean ; east by a line to be drawn along 
the middle of the river St. Croix from its mouth in the bay of 
Fundy to its source ; and from its source directly north to the a- 
foresaid Highlands, which divide the rivers that fall into the At- 
ianiic Ocean, from those which fall into the river St. Lawrence ; 
comprehending all islands within twenty leagues of any part of 
the shores of the United States, and lying between lines to be 
drawn due east from the points where the aforesaid boundaries 
between Nova-Scotia on the one part, and East-Florida on the 
other, shall respectively touch the bay of Fundy, and the Atlan- 
tic Ocean ; excepting such islands as now are, or heretofore have 
been, within the limits of the said province of Nova-Scotia. 

Article IlL It is agreed, that the people of the United 
States shall continue to enjoy, unmolested, the right to take fish of 
eve/y kind on the Grand Bank ; and on all other banks of New- 
foundland ; also in the gulph of St. Lawrence, and at all crthec 
places in the sea, where the inhabitants of both countries used at 
any time heretofore to fish* And also that the inhabitants of the 
United States shall have liberty to take fish of every kind on such 
part of the coast of Newfoundland, as British fishermen shall use 
(but not to dry or cure the same on that island) and also on the 
coasts, bays and creeks of all other of his Britannic majesty *s do- 
minions in America ; and that the American fishermen shall have 
liberty to dry and cure fish in any of the unsettled bays, harbours, 
and creeks of Nova-Scotia, Magdelan islands and Labrador, so 
long as the same shall remain unsettled : but so soon as the same, 
or either of them, shall bye settled, it shall not be lawful for the 
said fishern>en to dry or cure fish at such settlement, without a 
previous agreement for that purpose with the inhabitants, pro- 
prietors or prossessors of the ground, 

Artici^e IV. It is agreed, that creditors on either side shall ■ 
xneet with no lawful impediment to the recovery of the full value 
in sterling money of all bmejdei^bis heretofore contracted. 
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Article V, Tt is agrcerf that thii cotrgtessr shall carnestfy re^ 
commend it to the legislatures of the respective states, to provide 
for the restitution of all estates, rights and properties whieh have 
been confiscated, belonging to ra^t British subjects ; and also of 
the estates^ rights and properties of persons resident in districts 
in the possesoionof his majesty ■ s arna«, and who ha^e not borne 
arn>s against the said United States ; and that persons of any o^ 
ther description shall have free liberty to go to any part or parts 
of any of the Thirteen United StateSy and therein to remain 1 iJ 
jnionths uramoiested ia their endeavors^ to obtain tliie restitution of 
such of their estates, rights and properties, as may have beea 
trottfiscated ^ and that congress shall, also earnestly recommend to- 
the several states a reconsideration and revision of al^l acts or laws 
regarding the premises, so as to render the said laws or acts per- 
fectly consistent, not only with j^ticc and equity, but with that 
spirit of conciiiatioa v'^tuch, on the return of the blessings of 
peace should universally prevail. And that^songress .shall also 
earnestly recommend to the several states, that the estates, rights 
and properties of such last mentioned persons,, shall be restored 
to them, they refunding to any persons who may be now in pos- . 
session, the bojia Jide pTice (where, any has been given) which 
such persons may have paid on purchasing any of the said iands» 
rights OP properties, since the confiscation. And it is agreed^ 
that all persons who, have any interest in confiscated lands, either 
by debts^ marriage settlements or otherwise, shall meetwitli no 
lawful impediment in the prosecution of their just rights. 

Article VL That there shall be no future confiscations 
made, or any prosecutions commenced against any person or 
persons,, for or by reason of the part which, he or they may have 
taken in the present war^ and that no person shall ort that ac- 
count, suffer any future loss or damage, either in his person, 
liberty or property; and that those who may be in coiifineraent 
on such charges, at the time of the- ratification of the treaty ia 
America, shall be immediately set at liberty, and the prosecu- 
tions so commenced be discontinued. 

Article VIL There shall be a firm and perpetual peace bo- 
tween his Eiitannic majesty and the said states, and between the 
subjects of the one ai^d the citizensof the other, wherefore allhos- 
tilities botli by sea and land shall theninunediately cease ;. all prf- 
soners on both sides shallbe set at liberty, and his Britannic ma-

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On tlte 26th ot May congress resolved, that the American mi- 
nisters plenipotentiaiy for negociatingthe peace should be direct* 
cd to remonstrate on the subject to the court of Great-Britain^ 
and to take proper measures fur obtaining, such reparation as the 
nature of the case would, admit. The same day they resolved^ 
that general Washington should be instructed to grant furloughs 
to the non-commissionedofficers and soldiers who had inlistedfoc 
the war,.togetlier with a proportionable number of commissioned 
officers of Uie different grades -^ and that the general and secreta* 
ry at war should take the proper measured for conducting those 
troops home in such a manner as might be most comrenient ta 
themselves and to the states through which they might pass ; and 
that the men thus furloughed should be allowed to take their arma 
with them. Something of a similar resolution was taken respect* 
ing the North-Carolina troops under general Greene,^ You 
«iay think it worth recording, that Greene wrote on tlie 2d of 
Feb. from Charleston — " Ever since the enemy have been gone^ 
we have been obliged to subsist the troops at the point of ther 
bayonet. The state agents dropped the business the moment 
Charleston was evacuated,, nor could the authority or influence 
of governmetit induce them to continue a moment longerJ* 
More than three w^eks before the soldiers were ordered to be 
furloughed, congress called upon the respective states to forward 
the collection of their taxes^ that so the financier might have. 
wherewith to advance them a part of tlieir pay before they left the 
field ; and he at the same time was directed to make the necessary 
arrangements for carry ing.the views of congress into execution* 

The resolve of congress for furloughihg. the soldiers inlisted 
lor the war^and a proportionate number of officers, and the or-» 
der of. the commander in. chicJF founded upon it o& tlie 21] of 
June, excited astonishment and chagrid in the generals and offi- 
cers commanding regiments and corps in the cantonment on Hud- 
son's-river. They addressed their, commander upon the occa-^ 
sion on the 5th: solicited his further aid on their behalf; aad 
entreated that his order might be so far varied, as that no officec 
or soldier should be obliged to receive a furlough, until congrsss 
could be apprized of the wretched situation into which the ami; 
must be plunged by a conformity to it^ The next day general 
Washington returned them a satisfactory answer- He expressed 
his hope, that the financier's notes for three months pay to ^e 
army would soon arrive,, and that the settlement of accoun4» 
might be completed in a very few days ;.by which the two suIh 
jects of the army*s complaint would be removed.

Benjamin Franklin^ commissioned by the United States, and a 
minister plenipotentiary named for th« purpose by the said king. 
By the 7th article, the resident subjects of each party are permit- 
ted safely io navigate their vessels, without any regard to those 
to whom the merchandises and cargoes may belong ; and to fre- 
quent the places and pdrts<>f powers, enemies to the contracting 
Jbirties, without being in any way molested, and to carry on a 
commerce not only directly from the ports of an enemy to a neu» 
tral port, but even from^one port of an enemy to another port of 
an enemy, whether it be under the jurisdiction of the same orrf 
different princes. Free ships are to make merchandises free ; 
and every thing (contrabarid goods always excepted) pa board of

^faips bctonging to subjects of the one or the other of the co»-f 
tracting parties, is to be considered as free^ even though the car^^ 
go. Of a part of it, belongs to the enennies of one or both, Per-^ 
«onson board a free ship, though enemies^to bpth or either oi 
the parties, are not to be taken out of the free ship,, uniess they 
are soldiers in thcactiial service of the said enemies. Article the 
9th specifies arms, great guns, and various warlike instruments^ 
under the name of contraband or prohibited goods, and thca 
closes with — '* and all other like kinds of. arms and instruments 
of war for the use of troops*" By the lOth article no goods are 
to be considered as contraband,. which have not bceaa;o7'yfc^i into 
the form of any instrument or thing for the purpose of war by- 
land or sea, much less such as have been prepared or wrought up 
for anil other use, all which are to be reckoned free goods ; aa 
also all those which are not comprehended and particularly men- 
tioned in the foregoing article.. Such gpods may be freely trans- 
ported by the subjects of either party„ even to places belonging. 
to an enemy,, such only excepted as are besieged, blocked or in- 
rested ; and these places only are to be considered as ,such^ 
which are nearly surrounded by one of the belligerent powers^ 

The 8th of October was marked by tlie attendance of a depu-. 
tation from the yearly meeting,of the people called quakers, who 
being admitted,, delivered their address to congress, and with- 
drew. By such act that American body of people acknowledged 
the independent sovereignty of the United States, and implicit- 
ly professed their own allegiance.. The meeting was held in 
Philadelphia, for Pennsylvania, New-Jersey, Delaware, andtha 
western parts of Maryland and Virginia. The address was dated 
the 4th of the 10th month, and was signed by more than liva 
hundred members. It related to the slave trade. That "respect- 
able body had atlengtli proceeded so far in the cause of gcnerar 
liberty, without regarding country or complexion, as to enjoia 
the members of their society to liberate all such as they held ia 
bondage; which injunction was generally complied with, and 
the Atrican thereby restored to his natural and just right. They 
feared however,, that some, forgetful of the days of distress,. 
"were prompted by avaricious motives to renew the trade for 
slaves to the African coasts, contrary to every humane and rigli- 
teous consideration, and in opposition to the solemn declarations^ 
often repeated in favor of universal liberty. They therefore 
earnestly solicited the christian interposition of congress, for 
tlje discouragement and prevention of so obvious an eviL 

Ten days after the delivery [of their address [Oct. 18.] con* 
£rcss by proclamation directed that the I Ith of December should 
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be s^t ajwirt as a day of ptibKc thanksgi^g. On the sroie^ay 
they **fefidlvcd, Th^t two pieces of the field ordnance takefi 
frort the British army at the Cowjpens^ Augusta, or Eutalw, be 

S relented by the commanderiachref of the armies of the United 
tatcs, to major-general Gi^ette/as a public testimonial of the 
wisdom, fortitude, and military skill which* distinguished his 
command in the southern department, and of the eminent ser- 
Vice^ which, amidst complicated difficulties and dartg^i-s ; arid 
Against ait ehemygteatly superior in numbers, he has suc^^s^- 
Mly performed for his tbuntrv; and that a memorandiTm t?^ en- 
graved on the said pieces of ordnance, expressive of the substance 
of this resolution. The commander in chief was also to be ift. 
ibrmcd, that gen. <Jreene had the permission of con^e^s to vi- 
«it his* family at Rhode-Island- They closed the business of tfi| 
day by issuing a proclamation. In that tlie ai*mies of thd UhiteJ 
States were applauded for having dii^played in the progress of an 
arduous and diflicuft: wui*, every military and patriotic virtue— fop 
thefrfortitue and magnanimity in the most trying series of disr 
tress-i-and for a ]^erres of Herbic and illustrious atohievemenG^ 
exalting them to a hirfi raiik among the most zealous ai^d suf- 
cessfuldefenders of me rights and liberties of mankind. Aft^r 
giving them the thanks of their Country, for their long, eminent 
and faithful' services, " congress declared it to fee their pleaSiii-Q, 
that such part of the federal armies as stood engaged to ie^jc 
during the war, should from and after the third day of Nov^fti- 
ber next, *be absolutely discharged from the said service, OH 
the 2&th the commander in chief wks directed by th6m to du* 
charge alt the troops in the service of the United Sti^tes, w^^ 
were in Pennsylvania, Or to the southward thereof, e^'c^dfM 
garr5ion*of FortPitt. .^":/^. 

On the 3 1st of October, the honorable' Pctetjohn VatiBerck-

•Ci:>mposed theni may be) and to bid them an affectionate — along 
•tirewell. — But before the >coraina»der .in chief taJces his iinal

Toriies further to Mr. JefFerson'$* house with the double object of 
takting Him aad the two speakers gf the senate and.delegates, pri- 
soners ; and of remaining. there, in videttc, as the hous^. had ^ 
commanding yiew.of halt a score .cpunties roynd ^bout, Tarle- 
ton. gave strict orders to the captain to suffer nothing to be injur- 
edi The troop failed in their design ;af making prisoners : notwith^ 
standing which M*Leod pireserved every thing vvith sacred care? 
during his tarriance there of about eighteen hours. Colonci 
Tarleton was just as long at Charlotteville ;, when he was hurri-., 
ed from thence by. the news of the rising of the ^railitia, and by a 
sudden fall of rain v/hich tlireatcned to .swell the river^ and in- 
tercept his return. In general he did little injury to the inhabi- 
tants on. that $hort and ha^ty excursion, wl\ich was about 60' rRiiqs- 
from the main army, tlien inSpotsylvania.. Lord Cornwallis af-.^ 
terward proceeded to the Point of Fork, and eqcamped his army 
fjom thence and all along the main James-river \o a scat of Mr* 
Jefferson's, called Elkhill ;.and made it his head (j.uarters for the- 
ten days of bis reipaining in that position^ Mi*. Jefferson happilj^ 
had time to reniove most of his effects, out of the house. Hi^. 
stocks, of cattle,, sheep and ho^, together with. what, corn was 
T^ranted, were used for the sustenance otthxj army ; an4 ^U his? 
horses, eapable of service, were carried off. This was np othcc 
than Mr. Jefferson expected.. But the throats of the horses too 
joung for service were. cut ; his growing crops of corn and tobac- 
co were burned, together with his hams, containing the same ar- 
ticles of the pvececnng year, and all the fencespn the plantation^ 
so as to. leave it aa absolute waste. These things were perpetra- , 
tM under lord Cornwalhs's eye ; tl>e situation of^.the house, iti. 
^imicll he was, commanding a view of every part of the planta^ 
tton/ The rest of the neighbourhood vvas treated in somewhat 
the'Saoae stile; but not with that spirit of total exterminatiofk. 
^hich seemed to. rage over Jefferson's possessions. W^ierever 
ttic army under his lordship went, the dwelling-houses vyere plun- 
dered of every thing which could be carried off* Hundreds of 
€ye witnesses can prove,. that his lordship's table was served wiih 
plate thus pillaged from private houses.; though his lordship's 
<?haracter in Great-Britain will forbid tlie belief of his sharing ux 
the plunder. By an estimate made at the time,, on the best infor- 
mation that could be collected, the state of Virginia lost,, during 
Cornwalhs's attempts to reduce it, 30,000 slaves ;. about 27,000 ot, 
wiiom died of the small-pox and camp-fever : the rest are thougiit" 
to have been partly sent to the West-Indies, and 'partly to New-

He 
had a prevailing taste for mi^tary hisUM^y ; which he indalg^ 
by borrowing such publications, when it did not suit hiaito piflr-' 
chase. He was, at an early period of life, cho«en a menibcr e^' 
the Rhode-Island assembly ; and discharged his Urustso as togivtf 
tlie highest satisfaction to his constituents. Though educated ia 
the, peaceable principles of ^uakeiism, yet he thought himself 
called, by the peculiarity of the timesy to take an active part in tb#. 
defence of American liberty. Upon hisassuming the military ch^^ 
racter, the quakers renounced all connection with him aa a xucm- 
bcr of their, particular body, by reading him out of the meeting • 
He was chosen general, to command the regiments raised I^ 
Rhode-Island, for the assistance of the Massachusetts. He waf.' 
at length honored with the confidence of gen. Washington : but 
Ks influence was limited.- He was of a humane disposition ijaot 
resolutely severe when the same was necessary* He was of i 
firm, inlrepid, and independent mind* He abhorred the crucli 
ties that were practised by the partisans of each side, sknd ^tro^ 
ly inculcated a spirit of moderation. To a prevailing knewle%t 
of this disposition, he ascribed his being spared by the torie« ]%' 
Carolina, who, he thought, could have shot him repeatedly, hw 
they been so minded. The same amiable temper influeacal 
him to declare against the rr^asure which the Soiith-CarbliHa • 
legislature adopted,, when they passed the confiscating actat 
Jacksoilborough . *

Th6 foundation principle on which Rkade-Islay^ and Prtrdk^ 
deme Plantations united,* has been early mentioned, A simHifc 
sentiment was introduced into the charter of the 15th of Chariot 
II. by which it is provided," That no person within the sard cofoi»

The New-York constitution, " to guard against that spkittn^^ 
oppression and intolerance, wherewith the bigotry and ambitioa* 
of weak and wic^ked priests and piinces, have scourged mankiad^^i 
ordains, detennines, and declares, " that the free exercise andeiMn 
joymem pfjreligious profession and worship, without discriminant: 
tiOn or preferance, shall forever hereafter be allowed within itb^ 
said state to allmankind. Provided, that the libertTy of conscience 
hereby granted, shall not be so construed, as to excuseacts of^ 
centiousness, or justify practices inconsistent with the pea^e q^\ 
safety of the state." . .* 

The state of iVi?2^-Ji?r^^y established, " That no person shall 
ever within the same be d.epriyed of the inestimable privilege of 
worshipping Almig/U^Godln a m^nn^r ^gree^bl^^to the flicbit^ 
pf his own conscience iynor^mlcr (m;/ pntgnce whatever, i^ 
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compelled-to attend any place of worship, co^itrary to bts owsz 
fattli and judgment ; nor shall any person ever be obliged to pay 
tidies, taxes or any other rates, for the purpose of building or rc-^ 
pairing any other church or churches, place or places of worship; 
t>rfor the aiaintenance of any minister or ministry, contrary t<> 
what he believes to be right, or has deliberately or voluntarily 
eagaged himself to perform ; — ^That there sliallie no estaWish- 
luent of any one religious sect in preference to another ; and that 
no Piotestant inhabitant shall be denied the enjoyment of any. 
civil right, merely on account of his religious principles ; but that 
ati persons professing a belief in the faith of any Pr^iktestant sect,* 
who shall demean themselves peaceably under th^sgovei nment 
as.hereby established, shall be Capable of being elected into any 
office of profit or trusty or of being a member (Neither branch o£ . 
Ukt legislature, and shall freely and fully enjoy every privilege 
and immunity enjoyed by others their fellow subjects/' Th© I7thi ^ 
article declares, *' That the estates of sugh persons a£ shall destroy 
their own lives^ shall not, for that oflfcnce, be forfeited ; butshall 
descend in the same manner as they would haved^ne, had such, 
persons died in the natural way ; nor shall any article which may- 
occasion accidentally the death of any one, be henceforth deemed 
a.tleodand, or in any wise for forfeited on account of such mis-^ 
fortune.'* A similar article was^ afterward introduced into tha 
New-Hampshire constitution.

S: I R, 

WE have now the honor to. submit to the consideration of the 
' United States in congress assembled, tliat constitutiqpi 
which has appeared to us the most adviseaWe; 

The friends of our country have long seen and desiced, that 
the power of making war, peace and treaties, that of levying mo*

ney and regulating commerce, and the correspondent executive 
and judicial authorities, should be fully and effectually vested in 
the general government of the union: but the impropriety of del- 
egating such extensive trust to one body of men is evident — whence 
results the nvCeasity of a different organization. 

It is obviously impracticable in the feederal governmeat of these 
states, to secure all rights of independent sovereignty to each, and 
yet provide for the interest and safety of all.— Individuals enter- 
ing into society, must give up a share of liberty to preserve the rest. 
The magnitude of the sacrifice must depend as well on situa- 
tion and circumstance, as on the object to be obtained. It is at 
all times difficult to draw with precision the line between those 
tights which must be surrendered, and those which may be reserw 
• ved ; and on the present occasion this difficulty was increased by 
« difference among the several states as to their situation, extend 
habits and particular interests. 

In all bur deliberations on this subject, we kept steadily on om 
view, that which appears to us the greatest interest of every true 
American, the consolidation of our Union, in which is involved 
our prosperity, felicity, safety, perhaps our national existence.— 
This important consideration seriously and deeply impressed on 
our minds, led each state in the conycntipn to be less rigid on 
points of inferior magnitude, than might have been otherwise ex* 
pected: and thusthe constitution, which we now present, isfthe re- 
sult of a spirit of amity, and of that mutual deference and con- 
cession which the peculiarity of our political situatioarendered in« 
dispensable. 

That it will meet the full and entire approbation of evtry state 
!s net perhaps to be expected , but each will doubtless considir 
that bad her interests been alone consulted, the consequences 
might have been particularly disagreeable orinjurous to others; 
that it is liable to as few exceptions as could reasonably have been 
expected, we hope and believe ; that it may promote the lasting 
welfare of that country so dear to us all, and secure her freedom 
and happiness,is our most ardent wish.
